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INTRODUCTION. 


SOME three generations before the documents printed in this 
volume were penned, Thomas Smith wrote concerning the office 
of the Justice of the Peace: ‘“‘ There was never in any common 
wealth divised a more wise, a more dulce and gentle, nor a more 
certaine way to rule the people, whereby they are kept alwaies 
as it were in a bridle of good order, and sooner looked unto that 
they should not offend, than punished when they have offended.’’* 
Whether the ‘ people’ would have been in full agreement with 
this statement we are unable to say, but it is necessary to observe 
that the organization which claims the praise of the writer is 
regarded by him as matured, and maturity comes with age. But 
in such manner do responsibilities grow, and responsibilities of 
sufficient weight as to call for help to ease the-burden. This was 
performed by William Lambard, Justice of the Peace of the county 
of Kent, when he published in the reign of Elizabeth his Ezvenarcha. 
His contemporaries regarded his work as authoritative and posterity 
has endorsed their verdict. One thing the Eirenarcha made clear 
to the most casual student : the office of the Justice had a history. 
Its origin is perhaps discoverable in the administrative machinery 
which was evolved by those who were responsible for the govern- 
ment of the country, to solve that ever-present medieval problem, 
the preservation of the peace. It is true that in theory the peace 
was held to be preserved and wrongdoers in the first instance 
brought to book through local agencies such as the tithing, but 
those from whom trouble was expected, and came, were hardly 
included in this organization. The humbler sort of malefactor, 
‘“‘ who lurked to do hurt ” in trees and bushes by the roadside, was 
assuredly not to be found in that group presided over by the tithing 
man. Medieval life is the subject of some debate, but few would 
deny its lawlessness. There was no efficient police, robberies and 
outrages upon the highway were of daily occurrence, the interval 
which must of necessity have elapsed between a wrong and its 
rectification led the impatient to take justice into their own hands. 
And private feuds lead to private wars. From at least the days 
of Richard I. successive kings can be seen attempting to secure 
the establishment of order throughout the land.2. How? It is 
one thing to aspire, another to accomplish: yet in a humble way 
a beginning was made in 1195 when knights were assigned with 
instructions to receive upon oath the assurances of all men that

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they would endeavour to preserve the peace. Further, the 
knights were to receive offenders, and deliver them to the sheriffs. 
It is reasonable to believe that the experiment was attended with 
some success, for in 1230 and 1252 knights were again assigned 
to enforce the assize of arms. Under Edward I. local officers were 
appointed and designated justices. They were to receive defaults 
presented by constables respecting the view of armour, of suits 
of towns and highways, of all those who lodged strangers, and 
defaulters against the hue and cry. These the justices presented 
to the King, who was to provide the remedy.! That is, they . 
possess no executive powers; they are to act as channels of 
communication. Under Edward II. a decided advance was made. 
In 1313 conservators were empowered to enquire as to disturbances ; 
before the reign closes they have authority by means of fines or 
otherwise as their discretion dictates, to punish offenders.2 Were 
such measures beneficial? In view of later practice one may 
answer in the affirmative, but whether much improvement was 
effected in conditions it is possible to doubt. Nevertheless, con- 
temporaries in view of the absence of any better proposals wisely 
followed a system of which they could in some measure appreciate 


, the results. The first twenty years of Edward III. witness the 
| assignment of guardians? whose activities and powers foreshadow 


those granted in a statute of the thirty-fourth year of the reign, 
which is generally regarded as marking the commencement of the 
activities of the Justice of the Peace,+ Justices are empowered to 
restrain offenders and rioters, to arrest and chastise them according 
to their trespass, to enquire of suspicious wanderers who labour not, 
to arrest and imprison by indictment or upon suspicion, and to 
take surety of those whose reputation was unsatisfactory. This 
statute breaks but little new ground ; it is not a new departure 
in administration ; rather its provisions are strictly in accordance 
with past practice in nominating responsible persons of high local 
status to keep the peace. But the State had the guardianship of 
things more tangible than the peace. It assumed to protect young 
salmon and weirs: therefore why not appoint officers for the 
purpose ? 

The statute of Westminster II. makes provision for penalties 
against the unseasonable taking of salmon. “And in places 
whereas fresh waters be, there shall be assigned Overseers of this 
Statute, which being sworn, shall often times see and inquire of 
the Offenders.”® These overseers are not conservators of the 
peace: they are assigned for a specific purpose. The precedent 
thus set might have been followed on many occasions in the next

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century. Whenever supervision was necessary, sets of com- 
missioners would be nominated. Bearing in mind the complex 
administrative machinery which grew up in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, it is simple enough in retrospect to see the 
hopelessness of such arrangements. Looking forward, the diffi- 
culties of such procedure seemed to have been realized under 
Richard II. ‘ The Justices of the Peace of all Counties of England 
shall be conservators of the said Statute (i.e. 13 Ed. I., c. 47) where 
they shall be Justices.”! But undue prescience would be assumed 
if it were conceded that the ideas of duplicated commissions were 
forthwith abandoned. In 1399 Parliament was concerned with 
the obstruction of rivers by weirs. They ordered “‘ That Com- 
missions be made in due form to sufficient Persons to be Justices 
in every County of England, where need shall be . . . to survey 
and keep the Waters and great Rivers there, and to correct and 
amend the Defaults, and to make due execution of the said Statutes, 
after the effect of the same as will be by their Survey, Advice and 
Discretion as by Inquests there of to be taken, as well within 
Franchises as without, so often and when Needs shall be, and to 
hear and determine the Things aforesaid.’’? Three years later the 
provisions of this statute were extended.*? Commissions are to be 
awarded to certain justices and others in every county to enquire 
into offences as before, but now each justice receives four shillings 
a day for each day that he should travel. Were these justices 
assigned from those upon the commission of the peace for the 
county? It would be rash to dogmatise, but it is significant that 
Lambard has not included this statute in his “ Table conteining 
(verie neare) all the imprinted statutes, both generall and particular, 
wherewith Justices of the Peace have in any sort to deale.”4 It is 
also necessary to observe that when an Act authorizes the Lord 
Chancellor to attend to the scouring of the Lea, Justices of the 
Peace are not mentioned ; special commissioners are appointed.® 
On turning from legislation respecting rivers which has little to 
do with the peace, to enactments concerning labourers which are 
most closely connected with it, the workings of a separate com- 
mission have been demonstrated. In the absence of authority 
it would be legitimate to infer that the conservators of the peace

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even at this stage of their history, would have been ipso facto 
Justices of Labourers : this was not entirely so. “‘ From December 
1352 to November 1359, is a period of a separate commission of 
the peace and for labourers, issued systematically for practically 
the whole country.”! Further, Miss Putnam shows “that about 
three-quarters of the keepers of the peace were Justices of 
Labourers,’’? but that after 4 November 1359 “never again, except 
for palatinates, was a separate commission for labourers appointed.’’? 
Thus early in his history there is an expression of the sentiment 
which later became the central idea of English local administration, 
that the Justice of the Peace was the general factotum of the State. 
But who should appoint the justices, Parliament or King? It is 
not difficult to appreciate the attitude of the country. The sheriff, 
a royal officer; the guardians or justices, royal nominees: where 
would it end? Hence the petitions from counties and the prayers 
from the knights in Parliament in the days of the second and third 
Edwards. All have similar purpose, all receive similar replies. 
‘They shall be named by the king and his continual council.” 
After the close of the fourteenth century the question is not 
apparently revived. 

The placing of justices upon the commission being the royal 
prerogative, it follows that tenure of office was dependant upon 
the life of the sovereign, for as Lambard said, they were 
“* Justicarii sui.”> Also the making of a new commission for an 
area acted as a “ supersedeas,”’ a superseding, of previous com- 
missions :® the non-inclusion of a justice’s name would mean that 
he automatically ceased to hold office. But on the other hand 
it has been observed that in the sixteenth century deliberate 
removal seems to have been uncommon.’ The making of a new 
commission was the occasion of some inconvenience in the fifteenth 
century, for its termination was held to have implied the determina- 
tion of the suits and pleadings. It was therefore directed that 
processes and suits commenced before the old should not be dis- 
continued by new commissions, the members of which are enjoined 
to hear and determine such pleas. But could a sheriff hear and 
determine? A Parliament of the first year of Edward IV. decided

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he could not. He could receive indictments in the tourn, but 
processes upon them were to be awarded by Justices of the Peace 
in their sessions. For, were he placed upon a commission of the 
peace, or if a justice were appointed sheriff, the position would have 
been in a sense contradictory ; “‘ for he could not direct and serve 
his own precepts.’’? But it is not until after half the sixteenth 
century has passed that this anomaly receives statutory prohibition : 
the simultaneous holding of the two offices within the same county 
was henceforth impossible; “it was not convenient.”? But it 


was also inconvenient when justices were negligent. Fines are: 


mentioned as awaiting slothful officers, but it is rare for an Act to 
state that negligence will entail deprivation: in all probability 
there was realization that allowance must be made for the personal 
element. When therefore we do read of expulsion from the com- 
mission, it is in connection with an offence which must be regarded 
as serious in view of the nature of the appointment of a justice: 
it was the delay in the administration of justice.4 

It requires no effort of imagination to understand that although 
administering justice may entail responsibility and unpleasant 
duties, the status of a justice would, to those on whom responsibility 
sat lightly, make appointment upon a commission the object of 
desire. This attitude is experienced early in the history of the 
office. By a statute of Richard II. those responsible for appointing 
justices must take oath to name none for any gift of brocage, favour 
or affection.® Further, ambitions existed within the bench itself : 
some persons obtain grants for lives to be Custos Rotulorum, in 
spite of the fact that they are lacking in qualifications.¢ As far 
as the ordinary justice was.concerned the qualifications necessary 
to render an individual eligible for office were neither many nor 
complex. In the earlier statutes the character of the justice is 
stressed. He must be “ a good man and lawful ” (x Ed. III., c. 16), 
“of the best reputation’ (18 Ed. III., c. 2), the most worthy 
(34 Ed. III., c. 1).?. This was natural; a great portion of his 
energies was absorbed in contending with unruly or turbulent 
subjects ; therefore his actions must be above suspicion ; there 
must be no hint of double dealing or peculation. Example was 
to be better than precept. Secondly, a residential qualification 
was necessary. Justices of the Peace were to be made of the most 
sufficient persons dwelling in the same counties ; it was undesirable 
that outsiders should interfere in the administration of the shire.’ 
Thirdly, there was a property qualification. A Justice of the Peace

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must be worth 20/. a year in lands or tenements,! otherwise, the 
preamble of the Act states, the temptation offered to men of 


» small means to bribery and oppression neutralizes the intentions 


of the institution. With the progressive fall in the value of the 
currency during the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, some surprise 
may be evoked that no amendment of this statute was made. Can 
it be explained by national conservatism ? Not entirely ; changes 
were made with celerity when occasion required. May it not be 
suggested that it illustrates the essential character of the Justice 
of the Peace: an officer of the Crown? The inadequacy of this 
201. limit was recognised in the latter half of the sixteenth century, 
but “there is good cause taken that none be now placed in the 
Commission whose livings bee not answerable to the same pro- 
portion.’’* Some justices possessed more technical qualifications. 
These individuals being appointed because of their legal knowledge, 
they were to be “ learned in the law.’”’? As the work of the justices 
increases, it was found in practice that safeguards should be made 
against hasty or ill considered judgments. Consequently those 
who possessed legal training were specially detailed in various 
statutes to deal with certain causes. These selected officers were 
spoken of as forming the Quorum. This leaven of expert opinion 
was not held to extenuate indifference on the part of other members 
of the bench. All were expected to possess a “ competency of 
understanding or knowledge of the Laws, Statutes and Customs 
of the Nation.”* The number of justices to the county was the 
subject of three statutes within thirty years. In 1360, one lord and 
three or four of the most worthy are assigned ; in 1388 six justices 
are allotted to each shire ; two years later the number is extended 
to eight.° Thereafter, no more is heard about a statutory limit. 
It becomes realised that each county has its own needs: area and 
density of population are factors which even in the fifteenth 
century could not be ignored. Neither could the increasing number 
of statutes, which each year threw a greater burden upon those 
responsible for their enforcement. To cope with the work, more 
magistrates were appointed, until in the days of Elizabeth, justices 
were stated to be overflowing in each shire.6 The number of 


justices for the county of Northampton in 1577 was thirty-one; 


a few years later it was thirty, but the names of nine justices differ.’ 
In both lists appear the names of those who could only have been 
honorary members of the bench, for example Nicholas Bacon, 
Lord Keeper, Burghley the Lord Treasurer, Francis Earl of Bedford 
and Robert Earl of Leicester grace the commission in the earlier

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year. A document preserving the names of the justices in 1608 
reveals a striking increase, the names of forty-nine being recorded,} 
but in 1631 there is yet another change. Thirty-four justices 
names are arranged hundred by hundred, but the names of peers 
are omitted. The schedule is a business-like document.? These 
four returns show that there was a certain amount of change among 
the personnel of the bench decade by decade, and that shortly 
before the date of the earliest Northamptonshire Sessions Records 
there was no traditional number of persons upon the commission 
for a county. The organisation is flexible; the increase or 
decrease in the number of justices would conflict neither with local 
prejudice nor vested interests to the detriment of efficiency. 
In the discharge of their duties, justices were put to some expense, 
especially when holding sessions. At the end of the fourteenth 
century, to provide some sort of reimbursement a wage was granted 
of four shillings for each day a justice attended at sessions, the 
source of supply being the fines and forfeitures. Not all could 
claim this emolument; peers of the realm, even though they 
display commendable activity, must serve gratis.4 Justices of 
the Peace were appointed by the Crown, and were responsible to 
the Crown; but they were royal officers only within limits: a 
certain county, or franchise or borough. It is apparent from the 
statutes of the late fourteenth, and early fifteenth centuries’? why 
they should have been thus localized: breaches of the peace must 
be dealt with immediately for the redress of injured parties, and 
who knew ? perhaps for the safety of the Crown. The smouldering 
embers must not be permitted to blaze. But local knowledge is 
useful for other purposes than the eradication of discontent. It 
permits a sympathetic interpretation of prejudices. It is often 
better to guide than to coerce ; it is not infrequently best to ignore, 
but those who were responsible for general control often lacked a 
knowledge of those personal details which are requisite for the 
tactful handling of men.* Further, the justices were conversant 
with local requirements. Should a particular piece of highway be

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diverted,‘ or rival claims require adjusting concerning the inclosure 
of a portion of a wood,’ or prohibition be placed on the export of 
corn from a county,? it is the justices who are authorised to initiate 
action or to supervise. 

Such activities are of relatively late growth. The early work 
of justices lay largely in dealing with riots and robberies and 
forcible entries, and to circumvent force they must needs be given 
force. A statute of Richard II. dealing with the latter class of 
offences places at their disposal the power of the county, and woe 
to the man who refuses to come when bidden.4 Larger powers 
are given in the event of serious breaches of the peace such as 
riots ; single justices are not considered strong enough to cope with 
outbreaks of violence ; hence three, or two at least, must act, with 
a Iool. penalty hanging over the head of a negligent magistrate.® 
But the justice, although on the spot, was occasionally not suffi- 
ciently accessible to set the law in motion against malefactors. 
Robberies were not merely nocturnal affairs; outrages upon the 
highway took place in broad daylight with a certain amount of 
indifference as to the presence of witnesses. There was no question 
then of raising the power of the county, but rather of whipping up 
pursuit within the hundred, or as it was’ termed, raising the hue 
and cry; otherwise the hundred was liable to damages at the 
suit of the injured party.* And so late as 1585 it was necessary to 
urge haste; a legal hue and cry must be made with horsemen and 
footmen, any usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding.’ 
The hundredal liability goes far to explain the local dislike of laggards 
or absentees from the hue.® 

The preservation of the peace when there is actual trouble 
is admirable, but it is more reassuring to maintain it by 
anticipating causes of disturbances. It was early recognised 
that a most powerful stimulus to disorder lay in a restricted 
food supply or in the efforts made by interested parties to profit 
from scarcity. Hence it was held that vendors should not 
determine prices, but those who were thought to be more con- 
versant with conditions. From at least the closing years of the 
twelfth century, kings had been regulating the price of certain

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commodities by royal ordinance. In 1266 the Assisa Panis et 
Cervisi@ regulates the weight of bread and the number of gallons 
of beer which might be sold for a penny in accordance with the 
price of grain. In 1389 there is a change of policy; the justices 
are given the power of determining the reasonable gains of victual- 
lers and inflicting punishment for infringements of the scale.1 One 
hundred and fifty years later justices are authorised to assess such 
prices for ale and beer as they think convenient, but the fines of 
offenders are fixed by statute.” Five years later, the prices of 
wine are determined by Parliament,? but in 1533 when provision — 
is made to prevent the enhancing of prices of food, no mention is 
made of Justices of the Peace in the list of those authorised to fix 
the cost of such commodities. Finally in 1604 even the prices 
of ale and beer are laid down by statute®; the justices only re- 
taining the power of assessing the prices of the barrels.6 The 
history of the Justices of the Peace is not always the story of a 
gradual accretion of power: statutes dealing with the prices of 
victuals show a progressive diminution in the authority possessed 
by these officers. If the justices gradually lost the power of 
regulating the prices of food, there were still means of interfering 
with those who sought to speculate with supply and demand in 
order to force up prices,’ or with victuallers who consented among 
themselves to maintain an agreed tariff. Assessing the prices of 
food became, when it was necessary, a national rather than a local 
concern : it rested with Justices of the Peace to bring those to book 
who placed their own gain before what was conceived the well-being 
of the community. 

The supervision of retail prices is however but one section 
of the justices’ powers: they acquire early in the fifteenth 
century control over certain industries. Deceitful makers of 
arrow heads,? or offenders against the assize of silver,’® discover 
that Justices of the Peace may take cognizance of their defaults. 
In 1433 there is an extension of the supervisory power: justices 
are required to examine, search and punish wax chandlers whose 
prices exceed those laid down by the statute. + Of the methods 
by which they are to search, the Act is silent, but there is no doubt 
existing as to procedure in a similar ordinance. This duty is to be 
performed by experts, men having “ the best experience or know-

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ledge in the occupation or making of Tile,’’! and whose appoint- 
ment lay in the hands of the justices. It is probable that this 
statute was effective, as a generation afterwards similar provision 
is ratified for controlling the making of pewter and brass,? and 
the text of the Act is more precise than that of the parallel statute 
of Henry VI. Instead of justices appointing, we read that the new 
searchers were to be chosen by the justices at their Michaelmas 
sessions ; the word ‘‘ men” is extended to “ two certain persons 
having experience.’’. In the middle of the sixteenth century the 
justices are given most extensive powers of search in connection 
. with the making of cloth®; the administrative detail is more fully 

explained and is superior to that enjoined for discovering ill-made 
pewter, defining with some care the duties of the searchers, their 
rewards and their punishments. A less detailed, but interesting, 
measure is seen in the control afforded to justices by 13 Ric. II., 
c. II, empowering them to levy penalties at their discretion upon 
those contravening the orders given to makers of cloth in the 
western counties. In 1364, a long Act was passed concerned with 
the cloth industry’; section 6 directs Justices of the Peace, among 
others, to settle, disputes between labourers and cloth workers ey 
effect, they act the part of arbitrators in an early capitalised 
industry. 

Within medieval towns, industry was relatively highly organized 
by the craft gilds. Among other motives for association, the 
control of a particular trade within a town takes a prominent 
place ; yet we witness what is apparently the right of search and 
supervision passing from traditional control to that exercised by 
the justices. Is this legislation to be interpreted as forming one 
of the reasons for the decay of craft gild organization? Does 
that statute which ordains that gild rules must receive the sanction 
of Justices of the Peace, or the chief governors of cities, boroughs 
and towns mean that it is directed towards the weakening of the 
gilds by the Government ?5 It has been suggested, probably cor- 
tectly,° that this statute merely confirmed previous practice, for 
even in the late fourteenth century craft gilds submitted their 
regulations to the town authorities for approval, and beyond the 
confines of towns no craft gild organization normally existed.’ 
On the other hand, it must be observed, that although in the 
statute of wax it is mayors and bailiffs within cities and boroughs

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who may seek for offenders, in the Act relating to tiles no mention 
is made of towns; yet in that condemning the evil practice of 
pewterers, it is the master and wardens of the craft gild, if one 
existed, who are deputed to appoint searchers. The increased 
powers of the, Justices of the Peace are not necessarily to be 
interpreted as the cause of the coincident decay of craft gilds. 
With increasing trade under the Tudors, more attention is given 
to the repair of roads and bridges. The earliest road repairing 
statute had a local application only, and is permissive. In the 
Weald of Kent, if a way was ‘“‘ deep and noyous” public spirited — 
individuals could give ground on which a safer thoroughfare might 
be constructed. The assignment of the land and the laying out 
is to be under the supervision of two Justices of the Peace and 
twelve men of the hundred, who within three months are to certify 
the length, breadth and relevant details into the Court of Chancery. 


The justices possessed no power to coerce landholders into offering _ 


suitable land: as the highway is terra regis any divertion must be 
legalised and placed upon record. A very different attitude is 
taken to broken bridges, which are definitely a county affair and 
by the statute of 22 Hen. VIII., c. 5, become a subject for discussion 
at Quarter Sessions: Justices of the Peace, being on the spot, can 
take prompt action with a public danger. On the one hand they 
may compel those responsible, if known, to effect a reparation ; 
on the other, in the absence of this information they may initiate 
proceedings to make an effectual repair. In this case the repairs 
must be paid for by the county, but the estimated cost had to 
receive the assent of the representatives of the shire, the constables 
of every parish: it is not a tax at the discretion of the justices. 
The sum to be levied was-raised by two collectors and the work 
supervised by two surveyors who were nominated by the justices, 
who thus control but do not authorise public expenditure.2 In 
comparison with this Act, the powers of the justices conceded in 
the first general Act for repairing the highways are small.? The 
unit for road maintenance was the parish; the appointment of 
surveyors and naming of the four days on which statute labour 
should be demanded was in the hands of parochial officers, the 
churchwardens and constables. Offences against the Act were 
only to be heard before the justices in default of presentments at 
leets. The Act of 1555 made provision for the labour required for 
repairs, the Act of 1562 is chiefly concerned with the supply of 
road material and extending the four days’ labour to six. But

Style, 
Reports begun in the now Upper Bench Court at Westminster, Michaelmas 1652, 
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the power of the justices increased: they may now present ill- 
repaired highways within the limits of their commission at general 
sessions. Their jurisdiction is extended from supervision over 
parishioners to supervision over parishes. The second Elizabethan 
amendment? confers no additional powers of control on the justices ; 
the scouring of ditches adjacent to the highway and questions of 
chargeability occupy the greater part of the text. The question 
of highway maintenance received close attention under the Common- 
wealth, the Act of 1654 differing materially in principle from 
previous statutes. The parish is still held responsible for its own 
roads; the surveyors are still annually elected, though they must 
now possess a property qualification and be sworn in before a 
Justice of the Peace. The surveyor is required to repair the parish 
roads, bridges, water courses and pavements, and to cover his 
expenditure he is allowed a pound rate. Labour services are 
abolished: in future he hires his men and carts.2, How far were 
these Tudor statutes effectual? The preamble to the Act of 1654 
informs us that they were not so serviceable in practice as was 
hoped for. Whether there was any improvement we have as yet 
no means of accurately determining, but bearing in mind the 
unsatisfactory quality of pressed labour, the lack of knowledge of 
the surveyors and the primitive means at their disposal, it can be 
understood why the results should have been disproportionate to 
the expenditure of energy. The plea of poverty on the part of 
parishioners availed little in the face of an indictment,? nor did the 
production of certificates affirming that the way was put into a 
satisfactory condition subsequently, discharge it.4 The short 
provision which empowered a justice to present was in its way 
masterly. There was no need of elaborate regulations permitting 
him to interfere here and there; indirectly it gave the means to 
get the work done without burdening him with the minutize of 
administration. He set the pace for his district. A strict, or shall 
we say a thick skinned magistrate, could maintain within his 
division a passable standard for the time, in spite of the protest 
that a parish was condemned before it was heard; the present- 
ments of the justices having great weight in the higher courts of 
law as well as the sessions. ‘‘ We must not be too hasty to overthrow 
such presentments which so much concern the publique good.’’5 
It was as well perhaps that the Highway statutes did not in the 
first hundred years of their history require much detailed super- 
vision, for concurrently with the first Act appears the statute 
“containing divers orders for Labourers, Servants of Husbandry

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and apprentices,’! having forty-eight sections and giving oppor- 
tunities to a conscientious justice for unlimited work. It is a code 
in itself. A certain number of sections may be said to formulate 
the law of Master and Servant. They enumerate the period for 
which servants may be hired, punishments for breaking engage- 
ments, the terms under which they may leave their masters, hours 
of work, and finally provide for the assessing of wages. The State 
having no use for idle poor, those who had been apprenticed, but 
yet contrived to live no man knew how, might be compelled to work 
at their trade. Those not apprenticed must serve in husbandry. 
Justices could compel unmarried women between 12 and 40 to 
take service at wages they considered suitable, while in the time 
of harvest, upon request, the justice and the constable could 
conscript farm labour. The Tudors expressed at various times a 
good deal of concern about apprenticeship: country people were 
apprenticing their children in towns when they would be better 
engaged in husbandry, and unsuitable youths were put to learn 
trades.2. Hence there are elaborate regulations restricting appren- 
ticeship in the towns to those whose parents possess various 
property and residential qualifications: on the other hand there 
is compulsory binding of the young in rural districts. Over these 
arrangements the State determined to maintain control and 
minimise abuses; hence clauses are inserted which permit enquiry 
into the misuse of an apprentice by his master. Lastly the justices 
are ordered to divide themselves into various areas of administra- 
tion within the county, and twice yearly to make enquiries as to the 
working of the Act, for which they were to obtain remuneration 
at the rate of 5s. od. a day for a period not exceeding three days ; 
a paltry reward, remembering the fall in the value of money, 
compared with the four shilling allowance of Richard II. It may 
have been the remembrance of certain endeavours to put this Act 
into operation which caused Lambard to write feelingly “ of the 
stacks of statutes’? with which justices were burdened. The 
sections of the statute which perhaps have excited most interest 
are those dealing with the assessing of wages.*?

Doctor Cunningham pointed out that “as to its 
ordinary operation under James I. and Charles I., we have as yet 
little evidence.”! When every available quarter sessions record 
has been investigated our knowledge will doubtless be increased :2 
in the meantime it is as well to remember that pamphlets tend to 
be broken reeds: the declamations of the irresponsible need official 
confirmation. It is disappointing that the Northamptonshire files 
do not incorporate assessments, nevertheless references show that 
the practice was not in abeyance in the county. The sessions files 
for 1630 include presentments from the high constables of various 
hundreds which arise directly out of “‘ petty sessions concerninge 
servans and laborers and sessinge of their wages :’’? and it is 
clear from the presentments that attendance was in some measure 
compulsory. The parish constables seemingly are required to 
appear armed with a schedule of the artificers and labourers in 
their parish. Thus in the Willybrook Hundred, William Blake, 
a constable is presented “ for retorninge unto us a false bill, leavinge 
out manie of the artificers and labourers names there.” Further 
there is a suggestion that employers of labour recorded the names 
of their labourers: individuals from Raunds, Addington Parva 
and Cranford who omitted to do so find themselves in’ trouble. 
Had all labourers to report themselves ? Why are labourers 
presented for non-appearance ? Comparing the procedure shown 
by the presentments with that authorised by 5 Elizabeth c. 4, 
sec. 15, divergences are apparent. The Act requires the justices 
to meet for the assessing of wages within six weeks of the Easter 
sessions; in Northamptonshire the high constables preside over 
sessions held in September. The hundred meetings must not be 
confused with the sessions for which provision is made by the 
Elizabethan statute; they are older than the county meetings, 
from the jurisdiction of which they are exempt by section 48 of 
the Act.* The presentments are not included in the Commonwealth

These hundred sessions survived in the 18th century as Michaelmas hirings 
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files, but the statutes are probably nevertheless maintained. One 
Henry Hasslewood of Pytchley caused a diversion at the petty 
sessions or statutes “‘ for the rateing and recording of wages’”’ by 
baiting a bull, which the assembled company found more to their 
liking than the formality of the business on hand.? 

A detailed contemporary assessment has been preserved for 
Essex. It is used to illustrate Dalton’s remarks on the rating of 
wages,” and appears to be a reproduction of the official printed list 
promulgating the wages allowed at a quarter sessions held at 
Chelmsford on the 8th of April, 1651. It is a comprehensive | 
document dealing with masons, carpenters, shipwrights, joiners, 
bricklayers, plasterers, brick and tile burners, plumbers, thatchers, 
gardeners, reapers, clothiers and servants of husbandry. The 
rates are fixed by the day with and without food for the two half- 
years, mid-March to mid-September, and from thence to mid-March. 
In some instances wages for the year are inserted together with the 
allowance for livery. In both the Essex and the Hertford schedules, 
the scales of remuneration of work undertaken by the great or task 
work are included. A comparison of the rates allowed in the two 
lists is not easy, the basis of computation not being identical. 
But where this is possible the results suggest that during the period 
1590 to 1650 wages may have risen from 50 to I00 per cent.? as 
illustrated by the divergences in the following table.

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But there are those who, however highly wages may be rated, 
do not support themselves. These were divided by the 
Elizabethans into two well-defined classes. The would not, and 
the could not work. The former had their lives, by whippings, 
hard labour and mutilation, made as much a burden to them as 
possible. The latter were held to be the lame, impotent, old, 
blind and the children of impoverished parents; the Tudors could 
say with some show of truth, “‘ The poor are ever with us.” Hence 
we have a succession of statutes in the sixteenth century culmin- 
ating in the famous Act of 1601, which have as their object the 
discouragement of vagrancy and the relief of the deserving. Until 
the reign of Elizabeth poor relief was an ecclesiastical affair: the 
civil arm is first invoked to coerce those who, being deaf to the 
exhortation of the bishop, refused to contribute to the fund for 
the poor.'_ Nine years later, poor relief was definitely placed under 
the supervision of the justices. They were required to register the 
names of the poor within their division, and having calculated the 
weekly charge for their relief, they were to assess all inhabitants 
dwelling within the division. The assessment was taken by 
specially appointed collectors by whom it was distributed under 
the direction of the justices. The Act of 43 Elizabeth, c. 2, which 
formed the basis of English poor law policy for the next 230 years, 
places the control of poor relief largely in the hands of the Justices 
of the Peace. It is two justices, one of the Quorum, who yearly 
in Easter week, or within one month, nominate the overseers. 
The proposals of overseers are to receive the approval of two 
justices either to set the poor on work or to levy a weekly collection 
for their support,‘ while at the end of their term of office the 
overseers must deliver up their accounts to two magistrates. It 
was at quarter sessions that appeals were heard under the Act; 
here also orders were given respecting those cottages built on the 
waste with the Lord of the Manor’s consent as habitations for the 
poor. All ordinary poor law business must sooner or later come 
within the scrutiny of the justices, and as years pass this branch 
of public administration becomes pre-eminently the justices’ own 
field. The State gradually gave them wider powers, parish 
officers were perpetually worrying them to affix their hands and 
seals to documents without which action was largely illegal, and 


thereby much disabled, for remedy wherein, the Justices of Peace shall 
do well to take it into better consideration, and give remedy ”’ (p. 88).

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the poor were ever ready to pour into their ears tales of suffering 
or oppression. But at the middle of the seventeenth century the 
poor law was still the quintessence of simplicity in comparison 
with that monstrous intanglement of statutes, amendments and 
judgments known as Settlement, which later brought so much 
grist to the mill of the country attorney. 

If trouble was taken with the deserving poor, so was it taken 
with “such as continually haunt taverns, and no man knoweth 
whereon they do live,’’! with impostors, quacks, itinerant jugglers 
and musicians, generically known to the Tudors as rogues. To 
suppress them, such punishments existed as grievous whipping, 
boring through the gristle of the right ear with a hot iron, and if 
still ‘‘ roguish ” the obstinate could be sentenced to death as felons. 
In 1597 a determined stand was made. Houses of correction were 
to be built, one or more to each county, whither rogues were sent 
and made to labour. Elaborate regulations were made for their 
whipping (about which the tithing man was to receive the advice 
of the parish minister), for their settlement and for their journey 
thither. These arrangements were thrown into the shade by the 
statute of 7 Jac. I., c. 4. Houses of correction must be supplied 
with mills on which to set the rogues to work, and with fetters and 
whips to intimidate when necessary. Apparently, unless they 
worked they starved.?, The governor was appointed by the justices 
at quarter sessions, and received his salary from the county funds ; 
he made his reports to them, and was fined by them for negligence. 
Privy searches and nocturnal raids were arranged to scour the 
country for suspicious characters; the constables render returns 
of rogues apprehended and punished, while for carelessness the 
State turns its wrath upon their heads. They forfeit convenient 
sums not exceeding forty shillings. 

The attitude of the Government to rogues and vagrants as seen 
in the statutes is reflected in our records. The appointment of a 
new master for the House of correction at Northampton shows the 
justices following the Act to the letter.* It is grim reality. Why? 
One gathers impressions from references that the feeling of an 
average villager to vagrants was not far removed from fear. It 
is with something like satisfaction that parishes report *“ Roges 
and vagrants we have punished’’*; their whipping is a matter for 
congratulation. Conversely, negligent constables or those who 
succumb to the importunities of the wayfarers rapidly feel the 
force of parochial disapproval in the'shape of a presentment or 
an indictment®: it caused “‘ great disquiett of the people inhabit-

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ing in the said towne.”* After punishment, vagrants were sent 
to their place of settlement, usually the parish where they were 
born, and as a kind of safe conduct they were given a “‘ pass.” On 
arriving in a village, they were directed to report to the constable, 
who took them to the next parish in the direction of their destina- 
tion, or deputed this thankless task to another. This delegation 
of responsibility was not relished by the deputy, but refusal to 
comply was dangerous.* Instead of losing part of the day on 
escort duty it meant wasting time and money at examinations and 
sessions. Not only does the state prohibit wandering, it seeks to 
prevent it by confining men to definite areas: those who roam 
about can only be makers of mischief; therefore they are kept 
under surveillance that the harm they can do may be minimised. 
In one way particularly were they suspected ; it was of spreading 
false rumours, or bearing scandalous tales; of being the sparks 
of disaffection.* This view was no phantasy: the rising in 
Cambridgeshire in 1381 was considerably complicated by the 
babbling of one John Shirle of Nottinghamshire.® Possibly as a 
check to similar doings, a statute passed a year or two later aims 
at restricting movement. Justices of the Peace have the power to 
enquire of persons wandering from place to place, and labourers 
are prohibited from leaving the hundred in which they dwell with- 
out a permit given by a justice. Offenders were to be put in the 
stocks until they found sufficient surety to return to the place 
from whence they came.* This compulsory area of habitation was 
known as a man’s settlement. At the end of the fifteenth century 
settlement could be obtained by birth or residence,’ which in 1504 
could be acquired by dwelling three years in a parish. Subse- 
quently, a hundred years later, this was reduced to one year.2 The 
codification of the Poor Law in 1601 introduced a completely new

In the case of the village 
ancient, born and bred in the parish, the obligation was clear 
enough, but unless the claimant for relief could show himself well 
grounded in that place by a somewhat lengthy residence he was 
given short shrift. Even living two years in a parish was not 
considered satisfactory.' So begins the inter-parochial litigation 
and dodgery, and the shuttlecocking backwards and forwards of 
undesirables, which is inseparable from questions of settlement. 
Thus the parish of Oundle seeks without success to foist an inhabit- 
ant upon Polebrook, while the inhabitants of Hackleton in a fright 
at the thought of the chargeability of a man and his wife, by 
petitioning the justices at quarter sessions, obtain their removal 
to Filgrave, Buckinghamshire.’ 

While parish officers looked with suspicion upon persons intruding 
themselves into the parish, they also kept a watchful eye upon 
local building operations. It was illegal for an individual to erect 
a cottage without laying thereto four acres of his freehold.? But 
a presentment did not necessarily portend an eviction: the accused 
could always plead poverty at quarter sessions, and if the justices 
were impressionable, the operation of the Act could be stayed for 
a period limited by the Bench.* One view of the spirit which lay 
behind the presentments may be an intensely parochial outlook on 
life, coupled with an instinctive antipathy to strangers.®° Yet it is 
_ possible to sympathise with the villagers’ standpoint if it be 
remembered that some. parishes possessed natural advantages, 
which would attract the discerning poor. The ‘‘ Humble petition 
of certain inhabitants of Ecton Sheweth, That for divers years past, 
especially in the time of the late warrs and since, severall Cottages 
have been erected & continued in Ecton aforesaid, through the 
boldness of the poorer sort, & the sufference of the rest of the

The Hearth Tax Return for 1653? records 90 dwellings at Ecton, 
so that one-fifth of the population live in the recently-erected 
cottages if the petition speaks the truth.? Not every person had 
the means or the opportunity to erect a dwelling; they therefore 
rented part of a house. An Elizabethan statute refers to such 
persons as “ inmates,’ and it unhesitatingly condemns them and 
those who harbour them. “ There shall not be any Inmate, or 
more Families or Households than one, dwelling or inhabiting in 
any one Cottage . . . upon pain that every Owner or Occupier of 
any such Cottage, placing, or willingly suffering any such Inmate,

Vagrancy, settlement and cottage building may be offences 
against man’s law; but there was one lapse which justices were 
reminded was an infraction of a yet higher code, God’s law. And 
bastardy was held such an offence. It was ‘“‘ an encouragement 
of lewd life’; this was sentiment: a defrauding “ of the impotent 
and aged poor ’’* ; which was policy: the putting the town to a 
charge,* which was the truth. Therefore two Justices of the Peace, 
one of the quorum, were to charge the mother and the reputed 
father with a weekly sum for the maintenance of the child. Judg- 
ments concerning the Act confirm what was the obvious intention, 
although it is not so expressed, namely, that the parish to be 
indemnified should be that in which the child was born.® Then 
again, the payments of the parents seem to have been regarded by 
some parishes, following the text of the statute, as a fine or punish- 
ment, but it was held in the Upper Bench by Roll, Chief Justice, 
“that the party could keep the child himself if he will, and then 
he need pay no money to keep it.’’® Nevertheless it is probable 
that the order of the justices was normally complied with, an 
excellent example of which may be found in this volume.’ The 
father of a female child is to pay 1s. 6d. and the mother 6d. a week 
to the end of its seventh yéar, when the father must deliver over 
to the overseers of the parish 6/. 13s. 4d., to ‘‘ sett the said child 
an apprentice.” This sentence is important. It is a revelation 
of the attitude in the seventeenth century to child employment ;

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children could never be started too early to acquire habits of in- 
dustry. Unfortunately, it is clear from any batch of parochial 
indentures that the training often took the form of working upon 
a farm, where greater opportunities for moral laxity seem to have 
existed.’ The circle was indeed vicious. 

Of less serious a nature, but more profitable to the poor, were 
lapses such as drunkenness and swearing,” which were made offences 
by the statutes of 4 Jac. I., c. 5, and 21 Jac. I., c. 20 respectively.* 
In both cases the justices were given powers of summary jurisdiction, 
offences against the latter statute in the hearing of a justice or in 
the presence of two witnesses might mean the forfeiture of 12d. 
for each default, children under twelve being whipped. Drunken- 
ness was a somewhat graver lapse, incurring a five shilling fine: 
yet merely tarrying over the cups was not wholly free from risk, 
for one justice by his own view had authority to levy the forfeiture 
of 3s. 4d. upon persons “ remaining tippling and drinking.” But 
“repressing the odious and loathsome sin of Drunkenness ”’ was 
not the fundamental reason for the State desiring to obtain some 
sort of control over the conducting of alehouses. It was not a 
temperance but a police measure, for alehouses were apt to be 
what Lambard calls them, ‘“‘ Nurseries of naughtiness.”* Conse- 
quently, the justices were given ample powers either to suppress 
or licence alehouses, and in order that unfit persons should be 
discouraged as far as possible, alehouse-keepers were required to 
enter into a recognizance, that on the one hand they would not 
permit any unlawful games, and that on the other they would 
maintain good order, which bonds were to be certified at the 
next sessions.* Justices of the Peace acted as licensing authorities ; 
they were given practically a free hand in determining the fitness 
of the applicant to sell beer. Fifty years later the opportunities 
of a village labourer to tipple were practically limited to his dinner 
time,° while 1 Chas. I., c. 4, is aimed at out parishioners wasting 
their time at the parish inn.? When the State thus formulated 
objections, parishioners were occasionally not behindhand in 
presenting alehouses misconducted according to their ideas of

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propriety.» The village inn was not always regarded as the 
legitimate centre of parochial conviviality. 

If 'ustices of the Peace enjoyed wide powers of discretion in 
connection with the ordering of alehouses, they also possessed 
considerable authority with regard to the playing of games. In 
1541, Parliament being concerned over the decline of archery, 
which was attributed to the introduction of new games, prohibited 
the playing of bowls, quoits, tennis and games with dice and cards. 
Two justices were empowered to enter into suspected places, arrest 
offenders, and only release them when sureties were given that in 


future they would abstain from offending. In 1625 games are 


again forbidden. The long-bow is rapidly passing, but a new spirit 
is arising, concerned, not with the care of archery but with the 
care of the soul. ‘“‘ Forasmuch as there is nothing more acceptable 
to God than the true and sincere service and worship of Him 
according to his Holy Will, and that the holy keeping of the Lord’s 
Day is a principal part of the true service of God,” there are to be 
no meetings of people out of their parishes for any pastimes whatso- 
ever, neither any bear baitings, bull baiting or interludes within 
the parish.2 To ensure prompt conviction, any Justice of the 
Peace could by warrant direct the constables and churchwardens 
of the place wherein the offence was committed to collect the 
penalty: 3s. 4d. for each default. It is in the same spirit that 
the Act for the ‘“ further reformation of sundry abuses committed 
on the Lord’s Day ’’ imposes penalties upon wagoners and drovers 
travelling upon Sunday, and butchers killing or selling meat upon 
that day. Here again the justice could levy the forfeiture (6s. 8d.) 
upon offenders by reason of his own view.? 

Offences against the Sabbath do not end here. One devout 
section of the population which abstained from church attendance 
was the body of Roman Catholic recusants. In 1593 the movements 
of Catholics were severely restrained; only exceptional reasons 
_ and cumbersome sanctions could enable them to travel more than 
five miles from their home,‘ while after the Gunpowder scare what 
arms and ammunition they possessed were taken from them.* From 
the same year emanates the order directing churchwardens and 
constables to present once a year to quarter sessions the names of 
all recusants within their parish, together with the names of their 
children over nine years of age, and those of their servants,® which

Through all their activities, Justices of the Peace possessed powers 

of coercion to ensure the conformability of offenders to the directions 
of the statutes. The obstinate who would not be bound or pay 
their fines were imprisoned, but the place of imprisonment was 
not at the discretion of a Justice of the Peace. He could not im- 
prison in his own house or that of the constable: it must be in the 
common gaol of the county.” In connection with the rebuilding 
of the gaols in twenty-three of the midland counties and Cornwall 
important administrative powers are conferred upon the county 
magistracy. A committee of justices could, with the assent of the 
high constables, raise a county rate and depute collectors to receive 
it; they then appointed two surveyors to supervise the erection 
of the gaol, and finally they audited the accounts of those officers.3 
Any surplus money was to be bestowed upon the prisoners by way

Justices of 
the Peace were then directed to rate every parish in the shire, 
provided the sum did not exceed 6d. or 8d. by the week out of every 
of them.” The churchwardens were directed to levy the same each 
Sunday, and pay the sum once a quarter to the high constable, who 
delivered it to the justices at quarter sessions. Collectors were then 
nominated by the justices, these officers being required to distribute 
the county collection in weekly doles to the prisoners.2 The 
expenses incurred in removing offenders to gaol were required to be 
borne by prisoners themselves ; if this were impossible, the parish 
was rated by an assessment levied by the constables and church- 
wardens and two or three inhabitants, and allowed by one or more 
justices.* 

The powers of the justices to lay monetary charges upon the 
county or portions of the county was not granted until comparatively 
late in the history of the office, but once given authority, they were 
soon in a position to make various levies. It has been seen that 
their early powers were rigidly restricted by representatives of the 
county®; the magistrates proposed, the county assented. But in 
1553 the justices for Dorset and Somerset are authorised to assess 
land holders in the neighbourhood of the Sherborne to Shaftesbury 
road for repairing the ‘“‘ causey ”’ with stone. In 1572 the justices 
may assess all persons inhabiting within their divisions for the relief 
of the poor, and the support of prisoners. In 1597 they may tax 
the hundred for the relief of unemployed soldiers and sailors (39

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Eliz., c. 17), and parishes for the relief of maimed soldiers (43 Eliz., 
c. 3), while as a police measure two justices, one being of the quorum, 
may tax the towns and villages in those hunrdeds where negligence 
is shown in following the hue and cry. But when all came to all, 
these levies were not of constant occurrence, and they were either 
local, or for small sums. The important administrative legislation 
dealing with the poor empowered them for a brief space to levy a 
rate, but eventually they lost it. The Act of 1603 placed the 
responsibility for making assessments upon the parish, though it 
must be observed that without the assent of the justices the rates 
were illegal. Thus in the space of seventy years the position is 
reversed: it is the justices who ultimately sanction expenditure 
for public purposes. Further, they are seen later acting very like 
public auditors; those responsible for the management of funds 
to apprentice children must yearly in Easter week, or within one 
month after Easter, make a true account before at least two justices 
of their expenditure during the past year. ' | 

These additional powers resulted in adding greatly to the work 
of the justices, and this was again increased by a certain amount 
of routine business in connection with the granting of licences for 
various reasons. Badgers and drovers, tinkers and chapmen,? and 
alehouse-keepers® required permission to engage in these occupa- 
tions. No man could go into another shire to seek for harvest 
work without a certificate from a justice,* restrained papists were 
not permitted to travel over five miles without the assent of two 
justices among others,® while justices subscribed to the certificate 
of the whipping of a vagrant. 

It was early recognized that, however willing, justices had 
neither the time nor the knowledge personally to undertake all the 
detail of work for which they were ultimately responsible. For special 
purposes they were given what were virtually subordinate officers. 
Thus in the fourteenth century they could appoint under-con- 
servators to assist in preserving salmon.” We have seen that they 
appointed collectors and surveyors in connection with the county 
bridges and gaols, while the governor of the house of correction was 
their salaried officer. In the relation of the justices with trade, 
their power of appointing subordinate supervisory agents is an 
integral part of the control which they are directed to assume. They 
appointed searchers for defective tiles, and pewter,’ but these 
functionaries are insignificant compared with those who occupy

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so important a place in the control of the cloth trade in the last half 
of the sixteenth century. Two justices may appoint two, four, 
six or eight honest men of the places where cloth was made to be 
overseers for the ensuing year within a township where the industry 
was carried on, who are required to take oath that they will en- 
deavour to obtain compliance with the provisions of the statute.1 
The next section details their duties, rewards and punishments. 
It is their duty to visit each clothier once a quarter, and for the 
sake of encouragement they receive half the forfeitures of offenders. 
But they incur a fine of ten pounds for neglect to search, and if upon 
nomination they decide not to accept office, the refusal entails the © 
forfeiture of forty shillings.? Finally there are the two treasurers 
of the collection for maimed soldiers, who must be men of substance, 
standing assessed at ro/. in land or 15/. in goods in the last subsidy. 
Their tenure of office was one year and they were required to 
render up accounts at the Easter sessions annually, for which 
purpose they kept a book of all sums levied, and a register of those 
relieved. The determining of the pension was held to be a matter 
for the justices whose decision was final, an arrangement which 
ensured attention to the applicant with the minimum of delay. 
After two hundred and fifty years the justices are seen, a strong 
and essential part of the administrative machinery of the State. 
Preservation of order, supervision of trade, of the highways, 
apprenticeship, the poor, the rating of wages, the correction of 
moral offences, and enforcing the game laws and acts against 
recusants do not absorb all their activities. The purely routine 
side of their duties was formidable, the calls upon their time were 
constant ; the necessity for the exercise of a tolerant shrewdness 
was continual. And he who comes between the wrongdoer and 
the wronged, the arbitrator in disputes, can always look for criticism 
from discontented litigants. It is perhaps for this reason that the 
powers of summary jurisdiction were given so sparingly. Upon 
confession, offences against the Statute of Labourers could be 
punished by Justices of the Peace as though the parties were convict 
by inquest,* proof by witnesses was sufficient to send to gaol a 
person not qualified to shoot with a hand-gun,® Only the most 
trifling defaults could be dealt with summarily by a single justice, 
such as pilfering,® not resorting to church,’ drunkenness,® cursing

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and swearing,’ keeping an unlicensed alehouse,? and offences against 
the sabbath.* Two justices might hear and determine in a limited 
number of cases which included assaults by servants upon masters 
(5 Eliz., c. 4, sec. 21), offences under game laws (1 Jac. I., c. 27 and 
7 Jac I., c. 11), or making deceitful cloth (21 Jac. I., c. 18). The 
grand bulwark of the Englishman’s liberty suffered little from the 
petty powers given to the justices ; trial by jury still held its sway. 
Trial at any session held by the Justices of the Peace was by jury, 
‘and sessions were of three kinds. Discretionary, held at a place 
and time directed in the writ, from at least two justices, of whom 
one was of the quorum, to the sheriff. Secondly, special sessions 
were held at any time appointed by the justices, one to be of the 
quorum, which Lambard says was distinguished from the general 
Sessions in that justices were not bound to enquire of all those 
causes within the commission and the statutes.5 He observes 
that their chief use was derived from the fact that, as they were 
held between general sessions, they were convenient to deliver gaols 
of those imprisoned for petty misdemeanors, unruly servants, 
. sturdy vagabonds or pilferers, ‘‘ for there they are contaminated.’’6 
' Finally and of chief importance were quarter sessions, held as the 
name implies once every three months, that is, in ‘‘ the first week 
after the Feast of St. Michael, and in the first week after Epiphany, 
and in the first week after the clause of Easter, and in the first week 
after the translation of St. Thomas the Martyr.”’ Should the 
"amount of business to be performed at quarter sessions prove heavy, 
the meeting could be protracted to three days*: nevertheless, in 
Elizabethan times, a few hours seems to have sufficed for 
despatching the business in hand.® Naturally, the receiving of 
indictments, hearing and determining misdemeanors and _tres- 
passes, occupied a considerable proportion of the time of a meeting, 
but the administrative functions of the justices at quarter sessions 
are hardly less important. Licences are granted to badgers and 
drovers, alehouse and wine-shop keepers ; having regard to local 
supply, the justices could prohibit the transporting of corn,!° or 
restrict the making of malt.! Claims and counter-claims with 
reference to the repair of highways are heard,!2 and under the 
Commonwealth, peremptory orders were issued respecting church

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rates.1_ At quarter sessions the names of those licensed to shoot 
with hand-guns, the names of restrained recusants, and badgers 
and drovers were to be enrolled.? Quarter sessions are also the 
channel through which purveyors’ dockets were forwarded to the 
steward of the Household or the controller of the royal ships.® 
Finally, quarter sessions were regarded as a court of appeal by 
those in need of pecuniary assistance. The poor man wishing to 
build a cottage on the waste,* those who have had calamity by 
fire,® or men desiring relief all urge their claims at quarter sessions.°® 
The Easter sessions theoretically possessed an importance of their 
own for purposes of administration, for then, or within six weeks 
after, the justices were to rate wages for the ensuing year’ ;_ parishes 
may be taxed for the relief of maimed soldiers, and the county 
treasurer brought in his accounts to be scrutinised.2 Business for 
which the Michaelmas sessions were specially reserved included 
the appointment of two experienced men as searchers for brass and 
pewter,? and the appointment by the Custos Rotulorum or the 
eldest of the quorum of two justices, one to be of the quorum, to 
supervise the sheriff's books.’ But the four ancient sessions did 
not exhaust the statutory liabilities of the justices. The social 
questions requiring settlement under Elizabeth and James I. called 
for additional activity and circumspection on the part of those 
responsible for ensuring that the provisions of various statutes were 
efficiently executed. To give additional powers to the justices 
special meetings were ordered to be convened for the consideration 
of particular topics. Twice yearly the justices were to divide 
themselves into their several limits to make enquiry into the

For this 
sessions, limited to three days, the justices received remuneration at 
the rate of five shillings a day. Some fifty years later,? a vigorous 
Statute against vagabonds ordained that the justices should meet 
twice a year some four or five days after a round-up of vagrants, 
when those unfortunate enough to be enmeshed were punished or 
delivered over to the house of correction to perform extended 
penance. Punishments were not necessarily terms of imprisonment 
or fines; mutilation was the fate of hardened vagrants, whipping 
was the lot of a convicted vagrant? and juvenile swearers,* and 
the stocks were provided for drunkards, cursers and breakers of 
the Lord’s day. 

But the justices themselves were not immune from punishment. 
For mistakes actually made in interpretation of the law it seems, 
as Blackstone observes, that “if a well-meaning justice makes any 
undesigned slip in his practice, great liberty and indulgence are 
shewn to him in the courts of law.’® But neglect of duty was 
another matter. An early example of a statute imposing penalties 
upon Justices of the Peace is that providing for punishment 
“according to the direction of the King’s Council”’ for those 
Magistrates who made default in their attendance at quarter 
sessions’ and similarly, justices who absented themselves from the 
session for the rating of wages incurred the penalty of ten pounds.® 
Carelessness in notifying the prescribed authorities of courses of 
action taken was a punishable offence. That is, failure to certify 
the examination and bailment of those accused of felony to the 
Justices of Gaol Delivery in their next sessions,” neglect to report 
to the Exchequer the examination of a sheriff for entering false

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plaints,* or not notifying the next quarter sessions of the issuing 
of a recognizance to those permitted to keep an alehouse. In 
two cases, delay or failure to put an Act into execution involved 
heavy penalties ; failing to quell a riot laid a justice open to the 
fine of rool.,* and refusal to attend to complaints might lead to 
removal from the commission.* A far less penalty, five pounds, 
but yet by no means light, awaited the justice who neglected to 
enforce the provisions of the Act for stretching cloth.‘ Finally, 
on special occasions fines were levied when it was deemed necessary 
to stimulate action. For example, by Michaelmas 1611, a house 
of correction was required to be erected in each county and in 
default, every justice in the shire lay under a pain of five pounds.® 
Again, Chepstow bridge generally seems to have been unsafe, 
therefore any justices of Gloucestershire or Monmouthshire refusing 
to put the Act into execution for the reparation of the bridge, at 
the request of two inhabitants of either county, forfeited five 
pounds for each month in which no proceedings were taken.® 
The rewards of a justice were scanty. As we have seen he received 
four shillings a day while quarter sessions were held, and five 
shillings a day for attendance at the sessions for the rating of 
wages. At the making of a recognizance to keep an alehouse, the 
intending licensee had to pay twelve pence to the two justices who 
granted it, and at the enrollment of a bargain and sale the justices 
received one shilling or two shillings and sixpence according to the 
value of the property.’ Finally, those justices who nominated 
an overseer of cloth, were entitled to half the penalty of forty 
shillings if he refused to serve.* It is improbable that the justices 
benefited pecuniarily to any extent from these provisions. The 
enrollment of bargains and sales was to some extent avoided by 
the process known as “lease and release,’ and it is doubtful how 
far searchers were appointed in the county ; the trifling payments 
provided made no difference to the principle of gratuitous service. 

The Justices of the Peace were essentially officers with a local 
jurisdiction, but such jurisdiction as represented by the View of 
Frank Pledge was an integral part of the police system of the 
country when the office of the Justice of the Peace was in its infancy. 
Looking backwards, and reviewing the history of these two institu- 
tions in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, it appears self-evident 
that the rise of the royal officers automatically necessitated the

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eclipse of manorial authority, and that at its inception the county 
control of the justices was a conscious attempt to weaken the 
feudal administration of local justice. This view is borne out by 
alate fourteenth century statute ; no stewards of any lord are to 
be assigned on the commission.!_ Nevertheless, stewards of lords 
with franchises are empowered to examine, search and punish 
offences against the Statute of Wax,’ and shortly afterwards are 
authorised with Justices of the Peace and constables of hundreds 
to hear and determine the complaints of cloth workers and labourers 
for non-payment of wages.* But under Henry VII. the searchers 
of pewter appointed by the justices are ordered to search in the 
shire within franchises and without,* a reflection, it might be 
reasoned, of the domestic policy prevailing; yet eleven years 
later when it was felt that the “‘ Deceits in the making of Woollen 
Cloths ’’ required correction, it seems that the competent 
authorities to deal with transgressors were sharply marked off as 
lords of leets and head officers of towns.° If then the justices were 
to neutralize or supersede leet jurisdiction, the attitude of the 
Government was not consistent. Two statutes of Henry VIII., 
three of Edward VI., one of Philip and Mary, two of Elizabeth and 
two of James I., give to stewards of leets concurrent authority with 
Justices of the eace.® 

In a few statutes, the hearing of offences at leets seems actually 
to be preferred to a hearing at sessions. Lords of every leet are 
required to enquire into all offences contrary to the Act for 
preserving the spawn of fish,’ and against the statute for repairing 
highways.$ It was only in default of such enquiry in the latter 
Act that ; ustices of the Peace could take action. That is, they have 
a sort of residuary jurisdiction.? Defaults under the statute for 
destroying crows and rooks!® and proceedings against ‘‘ Inmates ”

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are also to be determined in the lords’ court.!_ If it be urged that 
such offences would receive more attention there, then why, in 
another section of the latter Act, are presentments of illegal cottages 
to be enquired into by all Justices of the Peace in open sessions, and 
justices of assize, besides lords in their leets? One may answer, 
because of the inherent respect for custom existing in this country.? 
Also many members of Parliament would be lords of manors, and 
somewhat familiar with leet jurisdiction ; hence it would seem that - 
occasionally the older courts were given, shall we say almost 
unconsciously, a crumb from the feast of jurisdiction which was 
distributed under the Tudors.? The increasing responsibilities of 
the justices in administration through what might be called social 
legislation, for which they often alone were competent authorities, 
must have had the general tendency as the seventeenth century 
advances, steadily but yet surely to attract the old legitimate 
business of the leets away from those courts. So therefore, in 
the Northamptonshire records, there are presentments for digging 
up the stones of the common washing well,* pound breach,® cutting 
furze upon the commons,® or surcharging the commons with sheep,’ 
which should normally bring the offender before the homagers of 
his own manorial court.® 

The quarter sessions undermined the importance of an older 
local tribunal, the court leet : the Justices of the Peace superseded 
an older county official, the sheriff. In the former case the process 
was slow and to contemporaries imperceptible ; feudal justice is 
gradually eclipsed by royal justice. In the latter case, a royal 
officer with large powers is deliberately subordinated to royal 
officers whose activities are minutely defined by statute. If 
sheriffs viewed the new justices with a tolerance borne of seniority, 
signs were not wanting to demonstrate the attitude of the Crown. 
Justices of the Peace were required to give redress in cases of 
forcible entry, and among others the sheriff was to go with them to

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the seat of the trouble.'| It was not the justices to accompany the 
sheriff: he is here as an inferior. And coming events cast their 
shadows before. A generation later, this officer, once the sole 
agent of royal authority within the shire, has become under the 
statute of forcible entry, the executive officer of the Justices of 
the Peace. Slackness in executing justices’ precepts entails upon 
the sheriff a forfeiture of 20/1. to the King.? Soon afterwards, 
Justices are empowered to take cognizance of that most general 
offence of sheriffs, to wit, extortion in the matter of fees and assess- 
ments.* Next, his power in a sphere peculiarly his own, the tourn, 
is materially weakened : he is forbidden to arrest or imprison, fine 
or amerce any indicted before him ; he is to pass on presentments 
and indictments to the next quarter sessions. But the sheriffs 
were not easily depressed: ways were still open for them to profit 
by their office. The method was simplicity itself: duplicate the 
plaints of a complainant, or better still, have a fictitions one, then 
muddle the warning so that the defendant will be absent from 
court, and amerce him 4d. for each plaint. To circumvent sharp 
practice of this nature provision was made for decent warning to 
be given to defendants, while estreats were to be made out in 
duplicate, one copy to remain with justices especially nominated 
at the Michaelmas sessions yearly by the Custos Rotulorum of the 
county.® In such small matters as the collection of fines and 
entering of plaints he was supervised: the subordination of the 
sheriffs is now almost complete, they are obliged ‘“‘ and bounden 
to be . . . well attendant upon the said Justices of the Peace.’’ 
The history of the office of the Justice of the Peace is the record 
of gradual but deliberate extension of power; nevertheless their 
activities were only to be exercised within prescribed limits, and 
in accordance with the directions expressed in the statutes. In 
them, there was no ambiguous statement as to the extent to which 
a Justice of the Peace should have jurisdiction: “ In every county 
of England shall be assigned for the keeping of the peace ” one lord 
and others, are the first words of the statute usually regarded as 
originating the office, and no later Act deviated from the rule. 
Yet the rule was not made by the accidental adoption of the shire, 
for this was the traditional administrative unit ; it was the area 
over which nominally speaking the sheriff held sway, and one 
important section of his duty included the preservation of order. 
Thus when certain persons were appointed to re-inforce this power, 
they naturally were directed to act in areas which usually coincided

That is, when 
“ out of the county where he is in the Commission, he is but as a 
private man.’ And he was but a private man even in certain 
parts of the shire. The Justices of the Peace were royal officers, 
so was the sheriff ; they were county officials, so were sheriffs. It 
was to be free from the control of the sheriff that medieval towns 
were willing to augment the royal revenue.* How were the Justices 
of the Peace to act? Were they to have jurisdiction in boroughs ? 
The difficulty was met in two ways. First, from the fifteenth century 
it became the practice to assign so many justices in boroughs.# 
Secondly, in any statute likely to affect them, a clause was inserted 
authorizing ‘‘ Mayors, and Sheriffs and Bailiffs of Cities and 
Boroughs within the same” to enquire and punish offenders.® 
This policy was confirmed in the Act of 1535, which declared the 
appointment of justices to be vested in the Crown. A section in 
this Act confirmed to corporate towns their customary rights in 
connection with the appointment of justices. Nevertheless in 
1572, at the end of the statute for punishing vagrants and relieving 
the poor, it was necessary to warn county justices that they were 
not to “intromit or enter into any city, borough, place or town

The statutes remind us that any justice in the county may take 
action for a certain cause; but on occasion the wording is more 
precise: it is the nighest or the next justice who is referred to. 
Thus riots are to be quelled by the nearest justices in the county,? 
men grieved by the hearing of a justice may complain to the next,? 
any person seeing another offending against the statute for cross- 
bows and hand-guns must also convey him to the next justice, 
complaints about a stolen horse must be addressed to the justice 
near the place where it is found.® But the wording of some Acts 
is still more definite. Actions against a hundred for robbery must 
be commenced by appearing before a justice inhabiting the same 
hundred or near to the same,® bastardy orders are to be made by 
two justices in or next unto the limit where the parish church is 
within the parish where the child was born.’ The tax for maimed 
soldiers is to be assessed by the churchwardens and petty constables, 
and in default by one justice dwelling in the same parish or next 
adjoining.» What was the object of such limitation? It was 
not common form. Some held it to be merely for convenience and 
the speedy execution of justice, though all justices in the county 
are equally bound to take action. But “‘ Nicholas Justice doubted 
of this.”® It is probable that in ordinary circumstances such 
directions were not considered material; it is in an appeal that 
they assume an importance: cases could be quashed for a too 
liberal interpretation of who was the “ next justice.’ !° 

In addition to directing the attention of certain justices to 
specific causes, the statutes curtailed in certain directions the 
activities of a single justice as a safeguard against hasty action or 
unsound judgment. There was various administrative business 
which required the assent of two or more justices. Defective cloth 
must be taken to two justices, and the like number are necessary 
to grant an alehouse licence.11 Three justices are the least number 
who may grant licences to drovers and glass men.'* Four justices 
are required to convene a meeting for the repair of county bridges

Yet even so, any two or more 
justices would not always satisfy the law: as a further safeguard 
there were certain justices placed upon the commission in view of 
their particular legal qualifications, and one of them at least must 
always be present to fulfil the requirements of the commission when 
offences were heard and determined. The Latin form of the 
commission which made the reservation ran “ Quorum aliquem 
vestrum A. B.C.D &c. unum esse volumus,” (whereof any of you. 
the said A. B. C. D &c. shall be one): hence these specially named 
Justices were spoken of as being of the “ Quorum.” They were 
usually required to form one of the group when statutes directed 
the presence or signature of two or more magistrates. For example, 
in making bastardy orders or licences for glass-men or drovers, 
to fine clothiers who did not pay assessed wages,? or to examine 
and bail prisoners suspected of manslaughter or felony,* one of the 
Quorum is required to be present. The delegation of authority 
which can only be exercised in accordance with conditions prescribed 
from above, is not always practicable or desirable: the agent must 
in certain circumstances be given discretionary powers. Forms of 
punishment, or the maximum or minimum fine which might be 
imposed were usually fixed: groups of justices working inde- 
pendently of one another, differences of temperament or personal 
attitude, made it practically impossible for magistrates to fix a 
standard. Justices were best spared this responsibility. But 
where local administration was concerned it not infrequently 
happened that justices were not bound within precise limits. They 
were to assess such prices of beer as were convenient, badly made 
malt was to be seized and Sold with the advice of one justice of the 
shire as to his discretion seems expedient,® the searchers for cloth 
could be appointed for one year or six months,’ the relief given to 
maimed soldiers was to be determined by the justices in quarter 
sessions,* and in the same way they could reduce the number of 
maltsters in the county.® Although such freedom of action was 
granted “ by the wisdome of the Author of the Law,’’!° there is a 
note of frank disapproval running through Lambard’s remarks, 
for justices must not arrogate to’ themselves authority to use their

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discretion, they must not play the Chancellor, the best discretion 
a Justice of the Peace can show is to keep within the lists of the law.* 
How the Justices of the Peace for the county of Northampton 
followed this injunction may be learnt from the account of their 
activities which follow. But in studying these records it is neces- 
sary to free the mind from that outlook which has been acquired 
through the evolution of the past two hundred and fifty years, if 
a correct estimate of the social conditions prevailing in the 
seventeenth century is to be recalled. It will then be possible to 
discover whether those upon the commission of the peace proceeded 
“in wisdome, relligion and justice to defend the honest and 
righteous, (and) punish ye wicked and ungratious,” in accordance 
with the fervent desire of the men of Staverton.’

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EDITOR’S NOTE. 


THE aim of the editor in transcribing these records and preparing 
them for the press has been to give as close a reproduction of the 
original as the exigencies of space would permit. Except for the 
recognizances, every document has been printed in full, but strictly 
verbatim repetitions of common form have been indicated by 
dots in square brackets with a reference to the document in which 
the formula omitted will be found at length. 

The spelling and punctuation of the original has been preserved 
but the miscellaneous use of capitals has been avoided. 

Abbreviations have been extended in ordinary type where the . 
correct extension is certain. In doubtful cases extensions have 
been printed in italics. When the editor has not felt competent 
to attempt any extension the word has been reproduced as in 
the original with an apostrophe for the abbreviation mark. 

Obliterations of words or letters which can be supplied with 
certainty have been added in ordinary type in square brackets. 

Interlineations in the original have been printed in square 
brackets with a small z above the line. Deletions have been treated 
in the same manner with a small d above the line. 

With these two exceptions, square brackets have been used 
for all necessary insertions in the text, such as [endd.] for endorsed, 
[oblit.] for obliterated, and the numbering of paragraphs in lengthy 
documents (such as no. 243) for convenience of reference. 

Every effort has been made to reproduce the annotations by 
the clerk on the precepts, recognizances, and other documents. 
These are usually scribbled in shorthand and have been very 
difficult to decipher and extend. It has been thought better to 
Tisk mistakes in the extensions, and at the same time by the use 
of italics to avoid misleading the reader, in the hope of bringing 
to light the procedure in connection with the documents as it 
is revealed in these notes. 

The Latin form of bailiwick occurs as ball’ throughout the first 
file, except in the endorsement of document 2, where it is written 
out in full as balliwam, and balliuva in preference to ballia has there- 
fore been adopted as the correct extension. In the same way 
justic’ has been extended as justiciarius as that form occurs once 
or twice and there is no instance in the record of justicius. 

In document 3 the conjectural extension of al’ is alehousekeeper, 
and where this abbreviated form recurs, which is not very 
frequently, it has been extended in the same manner but in 
ordinary type.

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Each document numbered serially in the text is on a separate 
membrane or sheet of paper except where indicated otherwise in 
a footnote. The headings in large capitals are not in the originals 
(e.g. no. 242, LIST OF PRISONERS). The headings of the 
returns from the villages have been supplemented where necessary 
by the names of the villages in small capitals in square brackets. 

All places mentioned in the text, introduction and appendixes 
are or were in Northamptonshire unless otherwise stated. 


AREA OF JURISDICTION OF THE SESSIONS. 
For the period covered by the text of this volume the justices 


~ of the peace on the commission for the county of Northampton 


had jurisdiction over that county, the Soke or Liberty of 
Peterborough and the boroughs of Northampton and Daventry 
excepted. Before the Reformation the abbots of Peterborough 
enjoyed full powers of jurisdiction in the Soke and appointed their 
own justices. From the reign of Henry VIII. who took the power 
of appointing the justices into his own hands,’ a separate com- 
mission of the peace for the Soke has been issued,* and from the 
date of the dissolution of the Monastery (1540) the sheriff of the 
County has had the return of writs in the same liberty. ine 
borough of Northampton from time immemorial has held its own 
sessions of the peace. Queen Elizabeth by her charter of 26th 


— March, 1576, to the borough of Daventry, appointed the bailiff 


and recorder for the time being as justices of the peace “ of and’ 
for all things which to a justice of the peace belongs within the 
said borough in as ample manner and form as the justices of the 
peace in any of our English counties can or have been accustomed 
or ought to do.’”’ This privilege was confirmed by Charles II. 
(and February, 1674-5), the power to hold a general sessions of 
the peace was expressly stated and the justices for the county were 
forbidden to intermeddle in the borough. This court was still 
being held in 1835 but lapsed on the coming into operation of the 
Municipal Corporations Act of that year.* The ancient boroughs 
of Brackley and Higham Ferrers never held a separate sessions 
of the peace. ) 

In certain administrative affairs the justices for the county 
exercised powers in the Soke of Peterborough. For instance, the 
county was jointly responsible with the Soke for the upkeep of 
Lolham bridges.

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THE SESSIONS, 


The sessions of the peace for the county, the proceedings of 
which are printed below, were held at the castle at Northampton, 
but there is evidence that it was usual to hold one sessions in the 
year at Kettering during the reign of Charles I. | 

On 24th March 1628-9 Mary Countess of Westmoreland wrote 
to inform Secretary Dorchester that the late Earl of Westmoreland 
had built a sessions house at Kettering! and that “ the town is 
accomodate for the receipt of the persons who usually attend a 
sessions there.” She goes on to pray that the sessions there may 
be maintained and that her son may have the appointment of 
custos rotulorum in place of his father, if it had not already been 
disposed of to Lord Spencer.? The late earl had been anything 
but popular among his fellow justices as we know by a letter from 
Lord Montague to Lord Mandeville written from Boughton on 
19th November 1625, in which he says :—‘‘I am afraid we shall 
have some scuffling shortly among the justices; the Earl of 
Westmerland carried such a high hand over his fellow justices. 
by virtue of his custos rotulorum-ship, that it cannot be borne.’’? 
The Countess’ fears were realised and the office of keeper of the 
rolls was conferred on William second baron Spencer. Lord Keeper 
Coventry, writing to Lord Spencer on September 2nd, 1629, refers 
to an Order in Council of the first year of His Majesty’s reign “ that 
the Quarter Sessions after Christmas for that county of Northamp- 
ton should be kept yearly in Kettering; “ which being recom- 
mended to the Earl of Westmoreland then custos rotulorum of 
that county, hath been duly observed ever since,’”’ and goes on to 
order Lord Spencer “ who succeeds in that place” to see that the 
said order is performed in future. The letter continues—“ and 
have thought fit to remember it at this time against your next 
_ Michaelmas Sessions, when the gentlemen and county are properly 
to take notice thereof, that they may attend the service for the 
following sessions at Kettering accordingly.’ It is on record 
that Epiphany sessions were duly held at Kettering on 26th 
January 1635-6 and on 8th January 1639-40,° and there is a 
reference in the text (p. 15) to the sessions there, Epiphany 1628-9. 

For particulars concerning the building of a Sessions House in 
Northampton between the years 1676 and 1678, after the castle 
fell into disuse, and for information about the gaol and house of 
correction see C. A. Markham, History of the County Buildings 
of Northamptonshire, 1885, and County Business and Quarter Sessions 
by H. P. Markham, 1889.

hi EDITOR’S NOTE 


QUARTER SESSIONS RECORDS IN THE CouNTY HALL. 


The earliest records connected with the regular business of Quarter 
Sessions in the county of Northampton now in the custody of 
the clerk of the peace are those on the file for the sixth year of 
Charles I. (file 1 printed below). Then there is a gap and the 
next surviving file (no. 2 below) is that for Easter 1657. The 
file for Trinity sessions of that year is missing. That the sessions 
were held we know from the existence of the list of “‘ Recognizances 
taken at Trinity Sessions, 1657” (no. 415) filed after the recog- 
nizances in file 3, which is for the Michaelmas sessions of the same 
year. The fourth and last file printed below is for Epiphany 1657-8. 

The files for 165: —9 and for 1659-60 are complete. For 13 Car. II. 
the Trinity fileismissing. For 14 Car. II. the Easter file is missing. 
For 15 and 1 Car. II. the sets are complete. For 17 Car. II. the 
Epiphany file is missing. For 18 Car. II. the set is complete. For 
19 Car. II. the Trinity file, for 20 Car. II. the Easter file and for 
21 Car. II. the Michaelmas file is missing. For 22 and 23 Car. II. 
the sets are complete and seem to run more or less continuously 
down to the present day. The files consist of documents connected 
with the business of Quarter Sessions. These were collected by 
the clerk after each sessions, strung together on a parchment thong, 
rolled up into a bundle and preserved for future reference. 

The missing file for Michaelmas 21 Car. II. and later gaps in the 
series can be supplied from the Sessions Minute Books which 
survive from Michaelmas 21 Car. II. These books consist of rough 
notes jotted down by the clerk as the business of the court pro- 
ceeded. The orders of the justices in sessions or ‘‘ acts of the court ”’ 
were abstracted from the Minute Book, copied out on to a large 
sheet of paper and strung on to the end of each file. 

The acts of the court were again copied out in a clerkly hand 
into the Act Book. The earliest Act Book for this county in the 
custody of the clerk of the peace begins in the middle of the orders 
for Epiphany Sessions 1685. The first few pages of the book are 
missing and for an unknown period the book itself was missing 
also. It once formed part of the library of Mr. Aldwinkle of 
Kettering and was bought at his sale by Mr. J. A. Gotch, J.P., 
now of Weekley, who was good enough to return it to official 
custody in 1886. 

The loss of the records before 1630 may be accounted for by 
the fact that it was evidently the custom for the clerk of the peace 
to keep them at his private residence (see biographical note on 
Mr. Gray, clerk of the peace, ~. 246). The continuity of Quarter 
Sessions was possibly broken during the civil war, and there is 
definite evidence of the loss of some of the “ sessions rolls ” (doubt- 
' less the sessions files are referred to) in the attack on Mr. Gray’s 
house at Wellingborough in December 1642. The file for Easter 
1657 shews that by that date, if there had been a break, the sessions 
were once more in full swing, but there is nothing on record to 
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account for the entire absence of files between 1642 and the latter 
date or for the later gaps in the series. 

The earliest document at present known to be in the strong 
room at the County Hall is an enrolment of deeds commencing 
Michaelmas 6 Elizabeth (1564). There are also masses of subsidiary 


— 


documents connected with the work of Quarter Sessions, some of . 
which date from the last decade of the 17th century, besides the ~' 


records of the County Council, militia and volunteer papers, and 
private documents deposited for safe custody. It ismuch to be hoped 


in the interests of historical study that the County authorities may 


see fit to have these arranged and catalogued in due course. 

It may be noted here that Miss B. H. Putnam has within recent 
years discovered several early rolls of the justices of the peace for 
various counties for the period 1360-1485 among the Assize Rolls 
and Ancient Indictments at the Public Record Office. The reason 
for their presence is that the justices of the peace used to hand over 
to the justices of the King’s Bench the records of those cases begun 
in Quarter Sessions which were subsequently summoned coram 
vege. The rolls contain several membranes relating to Northamp- 
tonshire for the years 4 Richard II. and 7 Henry V.! 


NOTES ON THE DOCUMENTS PRINTED BELow. 


A rough plan with regard to the arrangement of the documents 
on the files has been observed by the clerk. The precept to the 
sheriff to summon the county to the sessions is always the first 
document filed. This, with the precepts of “ venive factas,” “‘ in- 
gredias et capias,” “ingredias et distringas”’ etc. which follow, 
were dated at the castle of Northampton some 3 or 4 months 
previously to the sessions, witnessed by the custos rotulorum and 
signed by the clerk of the peace. A note of their execution was 
subsequently endorsed by the sheriff who returned them to the 
clerk of the peace. They are written on parchment. 

As a general rule the recognizances follow, and it would seem, 


apart from the recognizances taken in court, that it was the custom 


for persons to be bound over by the justices at their private 
residences, or possibly at local sessions. The official recognizances 
are on parchment. The text (in Latin) and the condition endorsed 
(in English) were usually drawn up by a clerk, but there are 
exceptions in the Commonwealth period, when the text was also 
written in English.2 There is so much common form in the recog- 
nizances (though it is doubtful if the formulas really become 
stereotyped till they are printed) that they have been abstracted 
in order to save space. One or two examples of each type, however, 
have been printed in full, and students of the diplomatic of these

writing during the Commonwealth, 
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documents may be referred, failing access to the originals, to the 
full transcripts from which the abstracts were made, which are 
deposited among the archives of the Northamptonshire Record 
Society in the Public Library at Northampton. With each 
abstract, the autograph signature of the justice before whom the 
recognizance was taken and the notes by the clerk of subsequent 
action, have been printed in inverted commas. The name of 
the person bound over is given in italics. The places where the 
recognizances were taken are given in every case where they are 
mentioned. ‘‘ To appear” in the abstracts means invariably to 
appear before the next Quarter or General sessions of the peace. 
In file x there is a bond between private individuals which is written 
on paper. 

The recognizances are followed by a list, on paper, of those who 
had appeared to answer to their recognizances taken at the previous 
sessions. 

Filed next in order will be found informations, examinations 
and depositions taken before justices in different parts of the 
county, justices’ passes and orders, and certificates—e.g. subsidiary 
and miscellaneous documents sent in to the clerk of the peace. 
These are all written on paper. 

Then follow the returns of the hundreds, written indiscriminately 
on paper or parchment. They consist of general presentments, 
jury lists, and presentments under the Statute of Labourers. This 
statute was administered by hundreds with one exception. The 
Honor of Gloucester fee held a sessions of its own at Thrapston 
for the members of the Honor. The Court of the Honor is still 
held annually at Thrapston. 

The returns of the hundreds are usually followed by the 
presentments or bills of the village constables, which are invariably 
written on paper. The returns of the hundreds and villages when 
they have not been drawn up to official satisfaction, frequently 
contain corrections and insertions made by a. professional clerk. 
(See 168 and 302.) 

The presentment of the Grand Jury (on paper), with which 
begins the actual work of the justices in Quarter Sessions assembled, 
is found next after the constables’ bills. 

The presentment is followed by the indictments, which are 
always written on parchment. An indictment is “a written 
accusation of one or more persons of a crime preferred to, and 
presented on oath by, a grand jury.’ Upon being furnished with 
particulars of the offence the clerk of the peace drew up the bill 
of indictment endorsing the name of the prosecutor and of the 
witnesses. The oath was administered to the witnesses in open 
court, hence the note “ jurati in curia.’’ After the examination — 
of the witnesses by the Grand Jury, the endorsement of the 
document by the latter as “‘ billa vera” “a true bill” converted

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it into an indictment proper, but the term “indictment ” is also 
generally though incorrectly used for the bills thrown out by the 
Grand Jury, which were endorsed “ Ignoramus,’—‘‘ we know 
it not.” | 

The grand and petty jury lists, written either on paper or 
parchment, are filed after the indictments. They are described 
as “the names of the jurors to inquire for the lord king and the 
body of the county”’ and “the names of the jurors for the lord 
king and the prisoner at the bar” respectively in the first file, and 
as “the names of the jurors who are to inquire for his Highness 
the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England etc. for the’ 
body of the County ” and “ the names of the jurors which are to 
' enquire between his Highness the Lord Protector and the Prisoners 
at Barr” during the Commonwealth. In files 2, 3, and 4 there 
are two lists of the grand jurymen. One is of those summoned, 
which was “ ticked off” by the clerk of the peace in court as each 
man answered to his name, and bracketed and marked ‘“‘ sworn ”’ 
as the oath was administered to three or four men at a time, which 
process may be seen in court to-day. The other is the list of those 
actually sworn with the names of the absentees omitted. To save 
space, jury lists written in column have been printed in paragraphs 
corresponding with the groups of names bracketed in the original. 

Informations in court, if any, precepts to summon special juries, 
special jury lists,—all on parchment—other documents relating 
to special proceedings such as the memorandum concerning the 
repair of Helmdon lane (parchment, no. 353), or miscellaneous 
documents such as the lists of prisoners (paper, nos. 242 and 357) 
are placed after the jury lists. 

Other miscellaneous documents such as the letters in the 
recusancy case (no. 241), Thomas James’ petition (no. 239), and 
the Staverton certificate (no. 240)—all written on paper—may be 
found scattered indiscriminately through the files. At the end of 
the file is placed the document known as ‘“‘ The Acts of the Court ”’ 
written out in a fair hand on a large folio sheet of paper. This is 
missing on file 4, and on file 2 only a fragment remains. ; 

There is a certain amount of irregularity about the general 
arrangement described above. For instance, the presentments 
of village constables are sometimes mixed up with the returns 
from the hundreds. But there is a rough consistency to be found, 
and the underlying principle has obviously been to file firstly 
the returns from the sheriff, then the returns from the county 
generally, the hundreds and the villages, and lastly the documents 
connected with the actual business of the court. 

This order, which throws light on the procedure of the work of 
Quarter Sessions has been generally followed in the printed text 
in preference to an arrangement in accordance with diplomatic 
forms. Some re-arrangement however, has been found necessary 
to get documents filed out of place into the right groups, and to 
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make one file consistent with another. Further, for convenience of 
reference the returns from the hundreds and villages have been 
filed in alphabetical order. The original documents have been 
left undisturbed and the reference number to the actual file is given 
at the foot of each document in the text. 

The accidental preservation of the mutilated commission of 
the peace for 5 Charles I. is fortunate, as the regular series of 
originals for this County does not begin till the reign of William III. 
The Commissions do not seem to have been regularly enrolled in 
Chancery and the nearest in date on the Patent Rolls to the first 
file is one for 22 James I., which was found too late to be used for 
the gaps in the formulas in doc. 1, which have been filled in from 
a commission for Shropshire for the sixth year of the same reign. 

By a happy chance and the kindness of Earl Spencer we have 
been able to reproduce from the collection at Althorp a document 
which completes the series connected with the summoning of 
Quarter Sessions. This is a warrant of the Justices for the year 
1625 directing the sheriff to make out the summons for the sessions, 
bearing the signatures of the first and second barons Spencer and 
of several brother justices. The Commission to which it refers is 
doubtless the one for 22 James I. referred to above. As a precept 
ordering the sheriff to summon the sessions was regularly issued 
in the name of the King or Protector and witnessed by the custos 
rotulorum (see nos. 2, 244, 359, and 492) a separate order from the 
justices would seem to have been unnecessary, but the authority 
for its issue is doubtless to be found in the clause in the Commission : 
—‘ Mandamus enim tenore presencium vicecomiti nostro (North- 
ampton’) quod ad certos dies et loca que vos vel aliqua huiusmodt 
duo vel plures vestrum ut predictum est, et ut predictum est scire 
feceritis venire facerit, etc.” (See p. 3.) 

We have also by the courtesy of Mrs. Langton of Teeton been 
allowed to reproduce another document (to face p. 187) issued by 
Francis Gray, clerk of the peace, which is two years earlier in date 
than the first file printed below. This is an order of the justices 
(1627) to the inhabitants of Ravensthorpe, Coton and Teeton 
concerning the relief of the poor. The Society is much indebted 
to Mrs. Langton and Lord Spencer for permitting the publication 
of these documents, the photographs of which were kindly taken 
by Mr. Thomas Pinny of Althorp Park. 

In the appendixes are printed various lists in the hope that they 
may be useful to students using this book and interesting to the 
general reader. The lists of justices in appendixes 3 and 4 are 
those nearest in date to the files printed in the text that have 
been discovered. pig

241. [1] A coppie of a note, sente by Ferdinand Baud esq. 
unto the right ho’ble Edward Lo: Mountagu and others his Mat 
Justices. and the proceedeinges thereupon. 

[In the margin.] This note was delivered unto the Lo: Mountague 
and others justices at Ketteringe the 13th of August by Edwd. 
Maunsell and Raph’ Hill whoe then deposed yt they receaued 
it from Ferdinand Baud. 


[2] [Text.] I have compounded as other men haue done for my 
recusancie, and particularly for the penaltie of such statutes, as 
are made for not cominge to church, whereof this for xiid. a Sonday 
is one and this in my iudgement may giue satisfaccion. 

But let it bee this payement be wrested from mee, be it right or 
wronge I hope they will not press mee, but that I may retayne my 
charety otherwayes to dispose at my pleasure, which were very 
poore, if it did not exstend to the worth of xiid. a Sunday if this be 
not suffycient to giue satisfaccion, there kingdome come there 
willes be done (if that will please them better). fferdin’ Baud. 


[3] To the right hoble the Lo: Mountague and the right worpll. 

his Ma" justices of Peace and Coram [sic]. 

My noble Lo: and the right worp" his Ma** justices of Peace and 
coram, now assembled I understand by some relacion you 
haue sente a warrante for mee, to appeare before yow this day at 
Ketteringe, uppon pretence (as I suppose), to give you satisfaccion 
for some wordes I should wright in a torne peece of paper never 
intended unto you; for my personall appearance I must crave 
both your pardon and patience, in respecte of my infirmity; beinge 
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not able to ryde, nor haue byn at anie tyme this twoo years day 
as all that knowe mee cann testify. 

But if you please to giue mee leave to exspound my selfe in these 
pointes which you take soe haynouslie, and withall to giue them 
that trew sence I intended it, I hope I shall wipe away any aspertion, 
you cann lay uppon mee, and giue you atrew and reall satisfaccion, 
that I meant noe otherwayes therein, then that which may very 
well stand, both with Christian religion, and temporall subiection 
ffor though I did insinuate unto you, that in respecte I had 
compounded for my recusancie (as others had done) or that the 
inflictinge of this penaltie would but abridge my further charety, 
the which I thought did exstend to more then was demanded of 
mee, and that if neyther would serve I did conclude, Let their 
kingdoms come, there wills be done wherein (if my informacion 
fayle mee not) there hath byn some opinion amongest you; that 
the wordes exstend to blasphemy against the highe Majestie of 
Almightie God; or that you might conceave I wrote it in way of 
contempt of your power and authority But if protestacions 
might giue you satisfaccion of my innocency I assure you I am — 
free from both in that kinde. 

For the one in my little understandinge or readinge, it is to be 
taught out of trew devinity, that diuerse places uttered litterallye 
in holy scripture, may secondarily alsoe by allusion be applied to © 
men, and that without all horror of blasphemy, or imputacion of 
atheisme, as for example, where the prophet wrighteth of him Et 
cum iniquis reputatus est, he wast esteemed with the wicked which 
was ment imediately and princepallie, by the Holy Ghost of Christ, 
yet by allusion may be applyed to any of his servantes, And that 
other place, de torrente in via bibit propterea exultavit caput, with 
infinite such other places in the scripture, as your devines cann 
best informe you, and therefore I hope in that point you will rest 
satisfyed, But if you thinke I did extend to your authorety, as 
you are the Kinges Comissioners, and doe sit to execute ye same 
I protest unto you likewise I had noe other thought, but to obey 


your comand, in payinge the monie, since yow would not accepte of 
anie other apologie, for as kinges are gods on the earth, and are to be 
honored and obeyed for God, soe judges and maiestrates, sittinge 
and executeinge his Ma“* comissions, may in like manner be called 
regulars and governers under him, with mutch more that might be 
sayde in that pointe but I hope this will suffice. And therefore 
my trust is you will conceave a better opinion of mee, and thinke 
I am not soe voyde of sence and understanding as that I would soe 
highely offend God, as to blaspheame against soe highe a Ma‘, or 
my Kinge, to contemne soe greate an aucthorety, And if this 
may giue you satisfaccion, I shalbe verie glad of it, if not I cann 
be but sorry, you should make that construccion of my meaninge 
which I never intended. And soe I rest Yours in all service 
to comannd abr 29" 1630 fferdin’: Baud 
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[4] The note and this letter from Mr. Baud weare both produced 
unto the Courte of Sessions, holden at N orthampton Michaelmas 
1630: by Sir Roland St. John to whom they weare sent, beinge 
associate and co-Comissioner with the Lo: Mountague, whereupon 
the Courte conceavinge the same a contemp[t] [torn] awarded an 
attachment against Mr. Bawd, and alsoe certefyed the Lordes of 
ye Privy Councell therewith, by this letter followinge. 


[5] Right ho? 

It hath byn an ancyent practice in this County of Northampton 
and approved as well by the Judges of Assise, as by diuerse actes of 
the Generall Quarter Sessions, that the justices of Peace within their 
seuerall devisions, should meete togeather once in three weekes 
for the better execucion of certayne particuler and speciall lawes 
which are found to be most beehoofull, and conduceinge to the well 
orderinge and peaceable goverement of the cuntry, amongest which 
that for punishement of euery person that should not to resort to 
church, to heare devine service uppon every Sonday, haueinge noe 
lawfull excuse to be absent, beinge one. Your lordships may be 
pleased, that at a late meeteinge before the Lo: Mountague and 
others, a legall presentment was made against Ferdinand Baud 
esqr. for three Sondayes absence from church, then last past 
before the same presentement, whereupon a warrant was graunted 
by them for the levyinge of those penalties, as are appointed for 
such offences, in answeare whereof the officers of that parishe 
publiquely deliuered unto those Justices, at another meetinge this 
inclosed wrightinge, deposeinge that they receaved the same, from 
the sayd Mr. Baud, which beinge generally taken notice of by the 
cuntrye, and iustlie conceaved to be an offence of a highe and 
extraordinary nature, scornefully scandalizinge the course of 
justice, and which derogacion of his Ma‘® most unrevorently 
devideinge the sacred word of God and religion the sayd Justices 
did thereupon sente [sic] for their warrante to call the sayd Mr. 
Baud before them, to be examined concerninge the same, whoe 
pretendinge excuse for his appearance, sente unto them a second 
wrightinge here alsoe inclosed, the which giueinge them little 
satisfaccion, they then granted their warrante of the good behaviour 
against him, and for his appearance at this present Sessions, uppon 
retorne whereof [it*] to this Courte it appeared uppon oath that the 
Same could not be executed, in regard hee contynewally kept his 
dores locked, not sufferinge the constables to come unto him as 
formerlie hee had doone, and _ therefore althoughe (accordinge 
to the comon course for the lest contempt) an attachement of this 
Courte is awarded against him, yet wee haue thought it our partes, 
to acquainte your lordships with the whole proceedeinges, and 
humblie to present the same unto your consideracions, to the end 
that this offence beinge dewly weighed ; and accordinglye punished 
by your lordshippes, the cuntrey may rest satisfyed and others be 
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deterred hereafter from like presumpcion And soe in all humble 
manner wee rest 
Your lordships in all redines to serve you.

unlawfull hee beeinge noe rogue It is thereuppon ordered that hee 
bee forthwith sent backe againe and deliuered unto the ouerseers 
of the poore for the towne of Owndle, who are hereby required to 
receive him and to employ and sett him to worke att Elmington 
or ells where within their parish accordinge to the lawe. 


[2] Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God to send at this 
present tyme great scarcytye of corne and graine which heretofore 
hath binne consumed in riott and excesse, to the great displeasure 
of Almighty God, a principall cause thereof beinge conceiued to 
arise from the multitude of maulsters and great quantity of mault 
made within this countye, and from the number of alehouses and 
excessive drinkinge therein for the redresse whereof for the future 
time it is now thought fitt and hereby ordered and declared that 
noe person whatsoeuer within this countye hereafter shall presume 
to convert any corne into mault more then what they shall haue 
groweinge of their owne or such as shalbe deliuered unto them 
in barley to be converted into mault for the private expence [imter- 
lined here in another hand ‘“onlye’’] of any gent’ or others 
inhabitantes of this countye, and all licences heretofore obteyned 
from this Court or any other authoritye, shall by vertue hereof bee 
revoked and disanulled And if any person whatsoeuer shall by 
colour thereof or any other pretence convert into mault any corne 
contrary to this order, that then uppon complaint or informacion 
thereof to the next justice, the said justice is hereby desired to 
binde ouer the partye offendinge to appeare att the next Sessions 
after such maultinge to answere their contempt therein 


[3] Whereas Ferdinand Bawd esqr. stoode presented att a three 
weekes meetinge lately holden att Keteringe before the right 
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_onorable the Lord Mountague and others for not comeinge to 
church by the space of three weekes then past whereuppon the said 
Lord Mountague and the other justices to whom the presentment 
was made did send a warrant to distreyne for the penaltyes accord- 
inge to the statute in that case prouided, which the said Mr. Bawde 
did then not onely very much slight but alsoe sent and subscribed 
a scornefull and abusiue writinge unto the said justices in contempt 
of them and justice, whereuppon it is ordered that an attachment 
bee awarded against the said Ferdinand Bawde to answere his 
said misdemeanor. [See 13, 26, 42 and 241.] 


[4] Forasmuch as it appeared unto this Court uppon the testimony 
and proofe of Henry Cooper gent and others that William Beck hath 
of late committed many outrages and abuses both in word and deed 
against the said Henry Cooper and others, and did manifest himselfe 
by his carriage in this Court to bee a man very dangerous and 
addicted to quarrellinge, for prevencion whereof it is ordered that 
hee remayne still committed to the gaole untill hee shall putt in 
sufficient suertyes beeinge subsedy men of xli, landes or goodes 
att the least, to appeare att the next Sessions and to bee of the 
good behauiour in the meane tyme. 


[5] Whereas Thomas James hath of late gone about this countrey 
into seuerall places uppon pretence of baytinge of bares whereby 
hee hath drawen much unnecessary recourse of people in theis 
tymes of danger, and that contrary to his Majesties expresse 
pleasure signified unto the justices of all Countyes by the lordes 
and others of his honorable Privy Councell, whereof the said James 
-beeinge advertised, hath neverthelesse persisted in his said course, 
which the Court conceaveth to bee absolutely prohibited by the 
statute in that case prouided It is there uppon ordered that the 
said James bee committed as an incorrigible rogue unto the house 
of correccion there to remayne untill this Court shall take further 
order therein. [See 137 and 230.] 


[6] There beeinge seuerall indictmentes and presentmentes nowe 
dependinge in this Court against Thomas Burge for stoppinge of 
[a] way in Wellingborowe (two of which have binne already 
trauersed and verdictes giuen in them for the kinge) which pre- 
tended way by order of this Court, hath binne lately viewed by 
some justices of Peace and others, whoe haue certified an

John Browne and Robert Maunsell esqr. keepers of the 
publick Peace and justices assigned to heare and determine 
diveres felonies trespasses and other misdemeanors committed 
and done within the said county 


(r1] Whereas there are a considerable number of out parishoners 
belonging unto Stowe Bugbrook and Floore whose dwelling houses 
and lands lye within the townes and ffields of Neither [sec] and 
Upper Heyford in respect whereof they have anciently and of 
custome paid to and with the parishoners of Heiford inhabiting in 
Neither and Upper Heyford unto all taxes whereof this Court takes 
cognizance and also have and doe so pay their military taxes having 
allwaies hitherto been exempted excused and freed from any such 
kind of taxes to and with the inhabitants of Stowe Bugbrook and 
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Floore It is therefore ordered that all such persons or out parish- 
oners shall so continue to pay unto all such taxes to and with the 
parishoners of Heyford inhabiting in Neither Heiford and Upper 
Heiford and not to any other place or parish. 


[2] Upon consideracion had of the humble peticion of Thomas 
Sendall of Gayton thereby shewing that he with his wife and ffive 
smale children are now destitute of habitacion and are ready to perish 
for want thereof It is ordered that the churchwardens and 
ouerseers of the poore there doe forthwith provide him a habitacion 
or shew cause to’ the contrary to George Benson esaqr. 


[3] It being proved at this present Sessions by good testimony 
that upon ye first day of August last there happened at Westhaddon 
in this county a sudden and lamentable fire which in a short space 
consumed and burnt downe the dwelling house and outhouses of 
Elias Page Samuell Newman John Ward Thomas Bonner Mark 
Bonner and Mary Clarke conteyning eighteen bayes of building 
together with much of their household goods therein being whose 
losse amounted to three hundred and twenty pounds and upwards 
for whose relief It is ordered that the said suffering persons have 
liberty to ask and gather ye charitable benevolence of all well 
disposed persons inhabiting within the west division of this county 
to whose pious consideracion ye sadd condicion of the said poore 
persons is recommended. 


[4] Whereas complaint hath been made at this present Sessions — 
by severall of the inhabitants of Hawes in this county yt Peter 
Arnold George Loveday and John Baldwin the late ouerseers of 
the poore of the borough of Brackley and Hawes have received 
severall summes of money by way of levie for the relief of the 
poore of the said places and of the same have not as yet yeilded 
any account It is therefore ordered that the said Peter Arnold 
George Loveday and John Baldwin shall within one moneth after 
notice of this order attend John Cartwright Edward Farmer John 
Thorneton and George Benson esqrs. or any two of them to thend 
that they shall yeild upp to the said justices a true account of their 
receipts and disbursements as ouerseers of the poore oy Brackly 
and Hawes for ye yeares 1654 and 1655. 


[5] Whereas one Frauncis Wymot was lately taken as a vagrant 
at Fedingworth in ye county of Leicester and sent to Brabrook in 
this county as the place of her last settlement now fforasmuch as 
it hath been made to appeare that the said Frauncis Wymot was 
borne at Harbarow in the said county of Leicester at which place 
the law directs her settlement: It is therefore ordered that shee 
be forthwith sent to Harborow aforesaid there to be sett on work 
according to law. 
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[6] Forasmuch as it hath been made to appeare at this present 
Sessions that one Roger Allen of Cole Ashby in this county is 
possest of a single tenement there to which is not laid ffoure acres 
of land of his owne ffreehold but in respect of his poverty desires 
the lycence of this Court that the same may be continued otherwise 
he shalbe destitute of habitacion It is therefore ordered that the 
said house be and is hereby lycensed to continue as a house of 
habitacion during the life of the said Roger Allen 


[7] Upon consideracion had of the poore condicion of Edmund 
Nicholls of the towne of Northampton who served the Parliament in 
the late warrs in the garrison of Northampton and suffered much 
loss thereby as also of the poverty of Elizabeth Pitman whose 
husband died in the late service [in] Jamaica It is ordered that 
the said Elizabeth and Edmund be each of them allowed the sume 
of twenty shillinges for their present relief and maintenance to be 
paid to them by the treasurer of the west division of the county. 


[8] Consideracion being had of the lameness and sickness of 
William Houghton of Bricksworth in this county contracted by 
his service done for the State in the late warres_ It is ordered that 
the said William shall have twenty shillinges for his present main- 
tenance to be paid unto him by the treasurer of the east divicion 
of this county and also that the said treasurer shall pay unto 
William Howlett of Great Oakly in this county whose father was 
killed in the service of the Parliament the hke summe. 


[9] Upon consideracion had of the poore condicion of John Lyne 
of Church Breinghton a poore aged and impotent man _ It is ordered 
that the ouerseers of the poore of Breinghton aforesaid doe allow 
unto him the weekly summe of two shillings for and towards the 
relief of himself and family 


[10] Whereas complaint hath been made at this present Sessions 
by seuerall of the inhabitants of Hacleton in this county that one 
Richard Usher and his wife are now remayning at Haccleton afore- 
said not having there gained any legall settlement or habitacion 
and in respect of their poverty are like to bring a sudden charge 
to the said towne yf they should there [continue'] abide and it 
being also proved that the last settlement of the said Usher and 
his wife was at Phillgrave in the county of Bucks where they lived 
as hired servants which this Court adiudges a legall settlement : 
It is therefore ordered that the said Richard Usher and his wife be 
forthwith removed to Phillgrave aforesaid there by the church- 
wardens and ouerseers of the poore to be sett on work and provided 
for according to law: 


[11] Upon hearing of the differences and questions now depending 
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between the inhabitants of Bugbrook about the levies and taxes

[13] Whereas complaint hath been made at this present Sessions 
that one George Steevens late of Whilton hath left his children at 
Whilton without any provicion for their maintenance and is himself 
gone to live at New Sarum in the county of Wilts which said George 
Steevens appearing at this present Sessions to defend the said 
complaint did make it to appeare that as yet he is not setled at 
Sarum but is willing to become bound with sufficient sureties to 
the churchwardens and ouerseers of Whilton aforesaid to secure 
the said towne from any charge that may arise for or by reason of 
the abode of his children there It is thereupon ordered that the 
said George Steevens together with William Fisher his ffather in

It is therefore ordered that ye said David have liberty to ask and 
gather the charitable benevolence of all well disposed persons 
inhabiting within the hundreds of Rothwell Huxloe Corby Higham 
Hamfordshoe Orlingbury and Navisford. 


[16] Upon consideracion had of the poore and sadd condicion 
of John Wood James Clevely and Elizabeth Elliot of Blakesly who 
are now destitute of habitacion or maintenance by reason of a late 
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fire which happened at Blakesly which consumed downe to the 
ground their dwellinge houses with their goods therein being It 
is ordered that the churchwardens and ouerseers of Blakesly 
aforesaid doe forthwith provide them habitacions and that a levie 
lately made by the said churchwardens and ouerseers of Blakesly 
bearing date ye nyneth day of September 1657 for ye relief of the 
poore of the said towne be and is hereby confirmed and ratified

humbly desired as by their certificate now appeared that a bell 
now hanging in the steeple of the said church which is broken and 
useless may be sold and the money arising upon the sale thereof 
may be imployed to the uses aforesaid This Court upon con- 
sideracion of the same doe think fitt to approve thereof and doe 
appoint that the present minister and churchwardens of the said 
towne together with Mr. John Hill clerke and John Ponder gent 
or any three of them doe take the ouersight thereof and cause the 
same to be performed accordingly and that the account arising 
thereupon be made and given to the two next justices [See 490.] 


[20] It is hereby ordered that Elizabeth Harriot of Corby be 
lycensed and authorised to keep a common alehouse and victualling 
house in Corby aforesaid untill Easter next | 


[21] William Brice of Courtenhall was at this present Sessions

Judge of the Common Pleas 
and lord of the manor of Hardingstone. 

Str CHRISTOPHER HATTON kt. and bart. rst baron Hatton of 
Kirby (1602 or 1605—1670). A cousin of Queen Elizabeth’s 
lord chancellor, M.P. for Higham Ferrers 1640—45, governor 
of Guernsey 1663. A great antiquary and collector of manu- 
scripts and the friend of Sir William Dugdale. Buried in 
Westminster Abbey. 

Str JoHN HEWET (HEWETT) bart. Sheriff 1631—32. He owned 
no land in the county but rented Hemington from Lord 
Montague of Boughton. 

StR RICHARD HUTTON (1561 ?—1639). Puisne Judge 1617—39. 

Str JoHN IsHAm kt. and ist bart. (d. 1651), lord of the manor of 
Lamport, where, though a royalist he was allowed to remain 
undisturbed in his old age during the Commonwealth. Sheriff 
I6II—1z2. 

THOMAS JENYSON (d. 1647). He lived at Irchester, where he was 
buried in the chancel of the church. 

RICHARD KNIGHTLEY (1593—1639), lord of the manors of Preston 
Capes and Fawsley. M.P. for the county 1621, 1623-4, 1625 and 
1627-8. Sheriff 1626. 

SIR JOHN LAMBE kt. (1566 ?—1647). Master in Chancery, chancellor 
of the diocese of Peterborough and Dean of the Arches. Lived 
for some time in St. Giles’ parish, Northampton. Harsh in his 
measures against the Puritans. Described in Bishop Hacket’s 
Memorials of Bishop Williams as ‘“‘ the most hated of all that 
trod on the earth in the county of Northampton where he 
dwelt.”’ 

HENRY Ist earl of MANCHESTER (1563 ?—1642), 3rd son of Sir 
Edward Montague kt. of Boughton. A Judge and Lord Privy 
Seal, etc. M.P. for Higham Ferrers 1601. 7 

EDWARD Ist baron MONTAGUE (MOUNTAGUE) of Boughton (1562— 
1644), 2nd son of Sir Edward Montague kt. M.P. for Brackley 
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16or and for the county 1603-4—11, 1614, and 1620-1—22. 
As Lord Lieutenant he put in execution the Commission of 
Array for Charles I. Imprisoned in the Tower by the 
Parliament 1642, and died a prisoner in his own house in 
the Savoy. 

JOHN Lord MorpaunT. See earl of PETERBOROUGH. 

FRANCIS NIcOLLs (d. 1641-2), lord of the manor of Faxton. M.P. 
abe the County 1627—8. Sheriff 1630—31. Created a baronet 

- 1641. 

WILLIAM Ist earl of NORTHAMPTON K.B. (d. 24th June 1630), 
eldest son of 1st baron Compton of Compton Wynyates co. 
Warwick and Castle Ashby. Lord President of the Marches. 

SIR BARNABY O’BRIAN (BRYAN) kt., 2nd son of the Earl of Thomond. 
whom he succeeded as 5th earl and lord of the manor of Great 
Billing. He was created marquess of Billing in 1645 by Privy 
Seal, but never assumed the title, no patent having been issued. 

CUTHBERT OGLE (1557—1633). Lived at Potterspury. Lieutenant 
of Whittlewood Forest. 

SIR EDWARD ONLEy (ONLY) kt. (d. 1638), lord of the manor of 

, Catesby. 

ROBERT DE VERE 10th earl of OxForD (d. 1632). 

ANTONY PALMER, lord of the manor of Stoke Doyle (d. 1633). 

THomas DoveE bishop of PETERBOROUGH (1555—1630). He 
was chaplain to Queen Elizabeth. Bishop of Peterborough 
I60I—1630. 

JOHN ist earl of PETERBOROUGH (d. 1642), son of Henry 4th, lord 
Mordaunt. Lord of the manor of Drayton. He was brought 
up at the court of James I. He afterwards held the com- 
mission of general of the ordnance under the Earl of Essex 
in the Civil War. . 

ROBERT RAINSFORD (d. 1629) of Staverton, son of Richard. 
Rainsford who bought the manor of Drayton near Daventry. — 

Str RoLanp St. Joun kt. (1590 ?—1645), lord of the manor of 
Woodford (Thrapston), 4th son of Oliver 3rd baron St. John 
of Bletso. 

WILLIAM 2nd earl of SALISBURY (1590-I—1668). Privy Councillor. 

RICHARD SAMWELL (1599 ?—1668), lord of the manors of Upton 
and Gayton. Sheriff 1634. A Parliamentarian and very 
severe in his treatment of delinquents. 

Dr. ROBERT SIBTHORPE (d. 1662), son of Rev. John Sibthorpe. 
He married: a daughter of Sir John Lambe (q.v.). He held 
the livings of St. Giles’, Northampton 1607—18, St. Sepulchre’s, 
Northampton 1618—22, St. Peter’s, Brackley 1622, and of 
Burton Latimer 1629 (at the same time as Brackley). He 
was episcopal commissary for the diocese with Dr. Clerke (q.v.). 
Energetic in his measures against the Puritans and chiefly 
famous for his Assize sermon preached in All Saints, 
Northampton, 22nd February, 1626-7, urging compliance with 
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the king’s demands for a general loan, in which the doctrine 
of obedience to royal commands is carried to extreme lengths. 
He joined the king on the outbreak of civil war and his livings 
were sequestrated, but he recovered Burton Latimer at the 
Restoration. ‘‘A somewhat self-assertive and _ litigious 
character.’”’ (Serjeantson.) 

Sir THomAs TRESHAM kt., lord of the manor of Newton-le-willows. 
Sheriff 1610—1II. 

SIR JOHN TONSTALL kt. 

RoBERT 2nd earl of WARWICK (1587—1658). 

SiR WILLIAM WILMER (WILLMER) kt. (d. 1646), lord of the manors 
of Sywell, Hannington, Trafford, West Wardon and West 
Haddon. Helived at Sywell. Sheriff 1614—15, and 1641—42. 
A faithful adherent of the king. 

Joun WyrLEy (WoRLEY) (1573—1655), lord of the manor of 
Dodford. Sheriff 1627—28.

Sheriff 1657. Str Epwarp NIcoLLs 2nd bart. (d. 1682), lord of 
the manor of Faxton and son of Sir Francis Nicolls (q.v.). 
He married a daughter of Sir Roland St. John kt. (¢.v.). 

Custos Rotulorum. *StR JOHN DRYDEN 2nd bart. (d. 1664), lord 
of the manor of Canons Ashby. Sheriff 1634. M.P. for the 
county 1640. Mentioned as custos rotulorum in 1650. 

Clerk of the Peace. Captain RoBErT Guy. He was occupying 
this office in 1651. He was hated by the Quakers who accused 
him of drawing up “ wicked false inditements against freinds.” 
(S.P. Dom. I. (1655) 102, no. 50.) 

ADAM BayYNEs (1631—1670). A merchant of York. He was a 
captain in the Parliamentary army and lived at Knowsthorpe 
Hall near Leeds. M.P. for Leeds 1654—55 and 1656, and for 
Appleby 1659. He bought Holdenby House from_ the 
Parliamentary Commissioners for 22,299l., pulled it down 
and sold the material. Ten volumes of letters addressed to 
him are in the British Museum. (Add. MSS. 21417—427). 

GEORGE BENSON of Towcester (1599 ?—1687), 3rd son of Richard 
Benson of Aylesbury. A colonel, presumably in the Parlia- 
mentary army, but evidently disliked Cromwell’s high-handed 
methods. In 1655 he nominated Richard Knightley in 
opposition to Sir Gilbert Pickering, Cromwell’s nominee, at 
the election of members for the County on Kettering Heath, 
but without success. On 25th January 1659-60, attended by 
forty or fifty gentlemen of the county, he presented an address 
to General Monk asking that a full and free Parliament might 
be summoned. 
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+HENRY BERKELEY (BARKELEY) of Daventry (d. 1681-2), bailiff 
of Daventry 1627 and 1648. Brother of Robert Berkeley 
the judge. 

Tuomas BLETSOE (BLETSO). Probably the “ Thomas Bletsoe 
gentleman ” who was buried 22nd December 1685 at Ringstead, 
in which parish this family owned land for generations; “a 
sober modderate man.’’? 

WILLIAM BoTELER, son of Neville Boteler of Barnwell. Educated 
at Oundle school. One of Cromwell’s major generals by whom 
the country was governed 1655—1657. His district comprised 
the counties of Northampton, Bedford, Huntingdon and 
Rutland. M.P. for the County 1656. 

+Sir THoMAS BrRooKE, kt. lord of the manor of Great Oakley. Son 
of Arthur Brooke. M.P. for the county 1654. 

+JOHN Browne of Kettering.2. A prominent Puritan. Described 
for his harsh dealings with the Quakers as “ A proud man and 
a bloodye persecutor. A shame to true Magistracie.’’ (S.P. 
Dom. I. (1655) 102, no. 50, quoted in Bull’s History of Kettering.) 

JoHN CARTWRIGHT (c. 1614—1676), lord of the manor of Aynhoe, 
son of Richard Cartwright (q.v.). He fortified the manor 
house at Aynhoe against the royalist troops, who seized and 
burned it in 1645. 

JOHN CLERK (CLARKE) of Guilsborough, Serjeant- -at-law (159I— 
1657). 

*+EDWARD FARMER (FARMAR), member of a well-known family 
living at Daventry. Propably the Captain Farmar who 
accompanied the, Parliamentary troops in the attack on 
Wellingborough which followed the arrest of Francis Gray, 
clerk of the peace, in 1642. 

Str Mites FLEETWoop of Aldwinkle, bart. (d. 1688), grandson of 
Sir Miles Fleetwood (q.v.). Admitted to Gray’s Inn 1648. 
M.P. for the county 1677—78. 

FRrANcISs HARVEY (HERVEY), lord of the manor of Hardingstone, 
grandson of Sir Francis Harvey kt. the judge (g.v.). 

JOHN MAUNSELL. See sheriff 1656, p. 251. | 

ROBERT MAUNSELL (1627-8—1705), eldest son of John Maunsell 
(q.v.) whom he succeeded as lord of the manor of Thorpe 
Malsor in 1677. He married Judith daughter of Thomas 
Brooke of Great Oakley. ) 

*JOHN Norton. He lived at Cotterstock and built the mansion 
house there which still exists. Sheriff in 1644 and 1649—50. 

JOHN PARKER serjeant-at-law. Lived in St. Giles’s parish, 
Northampton. A Buckinghamshire man. Called to the Bar 
1617, Recorder of Gravesend, a Welsh judge 1647, serjeant

He was member for the county in 
the Long Parliament, and was one of the six Knights of the 
shire returned by the direction of Cromwell at the forced 
election on Kettering Heath in 1655. His name occurs in the 
text as witnessing a precept to the sheriff at Slipton, 16th 
July 1657 (see no. 362), an act usually performed by the custos 
votulorum. 

JoHN THORNTON (THORNETON) (1615-6—1692), lord of the manor 
of Brockhall, 2nd son of John Thornton and grandson of 
Thomas Thornton who bought Brockhall. Sheriff 1672. 

WILLIAM WARD (1605—1674), lord of the manor of Little Houghton. 
Son of Daniel Ward who bought this manor from Lord Zouche 
Sheriff 1646—47.
